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HILL'S DARK FOREBODINGS

LOSING COURAGE AT THE CAM- 
PAIGN THRESHOLD. 

SE CAN’T UNDERSTAND WHY HIS PAST BAD 
RECORD SHOULD BE BROUGHT UP 
AGAINST HIM NOW. 

ALBANY, Oct. 7.—Gov. Hill is reported to 
be getting nervous. Already, at the threshold 
of his campaign, his courage begins to fail. As 
he sits in the gorgeous Executive Chamber, of 
which he is the accidental occupant, and eagerly 
watches the political weather signals conveyed 
to him by mail and telegraph and the press, he 
has a dismal foreboding that his public career, 
which began in corruption, may end in an 
overthow. He detects in the popular breeze 
that is wafted downward from the lakés 
and upward from the ocean a forerunner 
of the tempest that threatens him on the 
Bd of November. His ambitious eyes that were 
bent only on the future have been forced by 
public criticism to turn and review the past. 
Now, if never before, he begins to appreciate 
the advantage toa politician of having a clean 
record. The exposures that are being made of 
his swindles of the State Treasury through base- 
less claims for canal damages; of his early part- 
nership with the monumental thief, Tweed; of 
his subsequent subserviency to that ringmaster 
in the Legislature; of his brazen defense of 
Gould and Fisk, the plunderers of Erie; 
of his partisan, pettifogging policy during 


his brief term as accidental Governor 
—all these things annoy Mr. D. B. Hill 
exceedingly. He can't understand why 
they should be revived at this late day. His 


partner, Tweed, said they would blow over in 10 


days. More than 10 years have passed, and they 
bave not blown over yet. The * Boss” miscal- 
culated and so did his * coparcener."* For pub- 


lic robbers the people have long memories. 
After his legislative record of 1871-2 Mr. Hill 
should never have thrust himself forward for 
the suffrages of the people of this State; least of 
all as the head of the State ticket. Most of his 
Democratic colleagues in that memorable Legis- 
lature were content to retire from public life 
and be forgotten or die in exile. Not one 
of them ever had the hardihood to offer him- 
self for anything but a local office, But Mr. Hill, 
after keeping in the background 10 years, con- 
trived tosmuggle himself on tothe State ticket for 
thesecond place, and rode into office three years 
Bgo on the shoulders of Grover Cleveland. The 
place was comparatively unimportant, andin the 
more absorbing issues of that contest he and his 


record were overlooked. But Mr. Hill construed 
the silence as a condonement of the past and an 
indorsement for the future. Indeed, he took the 
eredit for the larger share of the victory 
of 1882 to himseif, and from that day to this he 
has kept upasort of bowing and scraping be- 
fore the people, like the clown in the ring, as if 
he thought the applause given to his superior 
Was intended for him. 

When Mr. Cleveland was called by his coun- 
trymen toa higher sphere Mr. Hill jumped into 
tbe Gubernatorial chair, seized the reins, cracked 
the partisan whip, and with a flourish of trum- 
pets went whirling around the ring, shouting 
as he passed, **See how much better I can drive 
than my predecessor.” The unwashed Democ- 
racy in the pit were delighted with the pertorm- 
nonce and said toeach other, **Now we havea 
Governor who is a Democrat.” Wiser menin 
the party shook their heads dubiously as they 
contrasted tne performances of Hill with those 
of Cleveland. But the new Governor sought 
only the applause of the pit, and from the mo- 
ment of his accession to the Governorship he 
went diligently to work to revive the old ma- 
chine methods of his party with a view to his 
renomination. He sent his agents all over the 
State to work up Hili delegates to the next con- 
vention; he used all the power of the State 
Government to the same end; he employed 
every art of the demagogue and catered to every 

rejudice, political, social, and religious, that 

e thought wou.d draw votes from the ig- 

orant masses; he wrote messages to the Legis- 
ature and signed and vetoed bills with the sole 
purpose of securing delegates who would vote 
to place him at the head of the ticket this Fall, 
and, more than alland more effectual than all 
his other agencies, was his cunning use of the 
rapidly growing dissatisfaction among the 
machine elements of the Democratic Party with 
the purer and less partisan aims and methods of 
President Cleveland’s Admunistration. 

It was not surprising, therefore, to anybody 
put Mr. Hill’s rivais for the Governorship that 
when the convention came together at Saratogu 
Hill was found to have captured two-thirds of 
the delegates and had the nominaticn in his own 
hands. The only thing left for his opponents to 
do was to try and secure some minor places on 
the State ticket that would represent the better 
and more progressive element of the Democratic 
Party. Buteven this Mr. Hill would not per- 
mit. He had got the power in his own hands by 
bard work and he was determined to use it. 
He knew very well, if the convention 
did not, that neither Mr. Flower nor 
Gen. Slocum nor any other respectable Dem- 
ocrat would accept the second piace on a ticket 
with him at the head. He smiled when hesaw 
the utter helplessness of the convention in nom- 
inating a man for Lieutenant-Governor who had 
positively refused to accept the place, and he 
Was promptly on hand when the State Commit- 
tee met in New-York to fill the vacancy, The 
Gelay and dilly-daily over the nameof Gen. 
Slocum was permitted to go on untilit became 
the Jaughing stock of everybody, when Mr, Hill 
stepped iu und put an end to the farce by com- 
pieting the ticket with the name of one of his 
toois from the “southern tier’ whom he 
had had in view from the first—** Jones 
of Binghamton.” Every name on the ticket 
as it stands to-day was dictated by the Governor, 
pnd it isregarded by Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike here in Albany as a Hiill ticket out 
mod out. Itis also regarded as an anti-Admin- 
istration ticket, notwithstanding Hiil’s pretense 
of friendship for President Cleveland and sup- 
port oi his Administration. The Democrats 
who are most active in Looming the ticket do 
it on theexpress ground that Hillis an “* old- 
fashioned Democrat und does things in the old- 
fashioned way.”’ One cannot listen to their 
talk five minutes without hearing the remark, 
“Webave had enouzhof such Democracy as 
Cleveland gives us, and we want a man we can 
depend on.” 

There are thousands of Democrats in this 
State.anda great mauy here in Albany, who 
are beginning to ask themselves, ** What is oid- 
fashioned Democracy, according to the Hill 
pattern?” They can only find out by inquiring 
into his record, and this is what so annoys his 

ecidency as he sits nervously scratching his 

ald pate in the Executive Chamber. Much as 
he may dislike it and protest against it as un- 
yeasonable and uncalled for, he has got to face 
his record,even so tar back as 15 years ago, 
when he first entered public life as member of 
the Assembly and partner and tool of William M. 
Tweed. He hasalready made several attempts, in 
discussing the subject with his friends, to ex- 
plain away his legislative record of 1871, but his 
Gefense is exceedingly pitiful. He lays great 
stress on the fact that, in voting forall the in- 
famous jobs of the Twéed Ring during that ses- 
gion, be only acted with his party. He don’t see 
why he should be singled out for attack at this 
time any more than the rest of his 65 mo- 
cratic associates in iniquity. It is a sufficient 
answer to this plea that he is the only one of the 
65 who has ever had the audacity to aspire tothe 
Governorship, or to any other State office re- 
quiring the voters of the whole State to 
pass judgment upon his record. Whenever 
another of the gang shows the same 
boldness his record will also be attended to. 
Looking at itin a partisan point of view it may 
be further urged that, so far from rendering his 
Swe d good service in that Legislature, he did it 

rreparable inj@ry, for it was the means of driv- 
ing the Democratic Party out of power in the 
State for several years thereafter, besides mak- 
ing New-York Democracy a hissing and byword 
throughout the Nation. Had David B. Hill 
been an honest man in 1871, or euided by honest 
and patriotic instincts, his single vote could 
have saved his party from disgrace and down- 
fail in this State, besides saving to New-York 
City untold millions of stolen money. 

Mr. Hill’s other defense of his record, intended 
for the locality of Kimira and other rural con- 
stituences, is still more pitiful. When he told 
the voters of Chemung County in a public 
speech made in excuse of his bad record in the 
Legislature of 1871 that “‘maladministration in 
the city of New-York does not add a dollar of 
tazation wo either you or J,” he proclaimed a 
doctrine that no honest man could entertain, 
and that should preclude him from ever exer- 
cising any legislative functions in the future. 
This single speech, if there were nothing else 
against him, ought to, and wiil, prevent Mr. Hill 
ape ever being elected Governor of New-York. 

t may be true enough that corruption in the 
City Government of New-York did not af- 
fect the taxpayers of Elmira, but it did 
affect the taxpayers of New-York to the extent 


of over $50,000,000 during the year that D. B. Hill 
hel eed make laws for the government of 
that city. Mr. Hill is now running for Governor 


of the State and not for Assemblyman from 
Chemung County, and the votes that are to elect 
him, if he be elected at ail, are expected to come 
from New-York City.

There 
are two jobs in this vicinity, for each of which 
the Legislature last Winter appropriated $10,000, 
and both of which might have been completed 
by this time had not the Governor intimated 
to Mr. Shanahan that there was politics in 
them. One of these jobs is the _ building 
of anew connecting sewer for the E)mira Re- 
formatory. The otheris the draining of asec- 
tion of the abandoned Chemung Canal between 
Horseheads and Pine Valiey, and in connection 
therewith the building of a sewer for the town 
of Havana. Chemung and Schuyler are both to 
have e slice of the State’s money. The expendi- 
tures in both cases are doubtiess warranted. for 
ae ware suggested by the State Board of 

ealth. 

The nuisances of which the board complained 
nearly a yearago were allowed to remuin un- 
abated all last Summer, and up to the present 
time. A preliminary inspection was made some 
months ago, and men were placed on the pay 
roll. but the work itself was purposely postponed 
until within a fortnight or so of the election. 
Mr. Shanahan has advertised for bids for some 
of the work in a local newspaper, and his pres- 
ence has given the Hil! Democrats the first bit 
of Ra ela since Flower retired from the 
ticket. 





SMALLPOX IN CANADA. 
—_— > — 
THE DISEASE SPREADING IN THE 
INCE OF ONTARIO. 

MontrreEAL, Oct. 7.—There were 41 deaths 
in this city yesterday from smallpox and 10 in 
adjoining municipalities. At a meeting of the 
city clergy of the Anglican Church and lay rep- 
resentatives, held to-day under the Presidency of 
Dean Carmicheal, it was resolved on account of 
the smal!lpoxnot to hold the proposed church con- 


gress thisyear. The French papers are trying to 
repudiate the row at the Exhibition Buildings 
last night, and say that the volunteers were the 
aggressors. Le Monde heads its bulletin as fol- 
lows: ** The brave English volunteers attack the 
peaceable citizens of St. Jean Baptiste Village.” 
Several druggists and others whose places were 
attacked by the mob a week ago have received 
threatening letters. 

A wholesale firm doing a business of $125,000 
& year state thatif the authorities do not take 
more precautionary measures for the preven- 
tion of the epidemic they intend to get out of 
the city. The firm is willing to pay double the 
tax they now pay if it is money the corporation 
requires. 

HAMILTON, Ontario, Oct. 7.—Four cases 
of smallpox were reported to the Medical 
Health Officer to-day. All were in the house 
from which the young man Redding was re- 
moved when taken with the disease two weeks 
ago. The patients are two of Redding’s broth- 
ers and two sisters. Ail have been removed and 
isolated. Steps have been taken to have the 
house thoroughly disinfected to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 


St. CATHARINES, Ontario, Oct. 7.—Sev- 
eral cases of smallpox exist here. The disease 
was brought from Montreal by a sailor, its 
loathsome nature being at first unknown, and 
the sufferer was nursed by members of the Sal- 
vation Army, with results of spreading the con- 
tagion. The members of the army insist on vis- 
iting patients, and most of the cases are those 
of persons who have been attending the meet- 
ings otf thearmy. The Board of Health is now 
tuking vigorous measures to stamp out the dis- 
ease. A petition, numerously signed, is being 
circulated praying that the Salvation Army bar- 
racks be closed up until all danger of infection 
is over. Rumors are also rife to the effect that 
a band of citizens has been organized to burn the 
army barracks.

MOVEMENTS OF THE APACHES—ANXIE£TY 
CAUSED LEY THE OGALLALAS. 

WasHIneton, Oct. 7.—Under date of 
Oct. 2 Gen. Crook reports the movements of the 
hostile Apaches as follows: The Indians have 
been for two days in the Chiricahua Mountains, 
but have been prevented from crossing the San 
Simeon Valley into the Stein’s Peak range, as 
was evidently their intention. Yesterday morn- 
ing they were forced out of these mountains by 
the scouts and troops,and driven into the Sul- 
phur Spring Valley and their trail lost after dark. 
They have stolen sufficient stock to mount them- 
selves well, and I am informed this afternoon 
that they went into the Dragoon Mountains 
this forenoon. They probably killed two men 
in the Chiricahua Mountains, and this in spite 
of every effort made to warn all citizens. Two 
companies of the Tenth Cavalry and Capt. 
W 004ds’s troop of the Fourth Cavalry are on their 
trail, and it 1s presumed Capt, Crawford, with 
his scouts, also. Everything possible for troops 
to do is being done to try and destroy the hos- 
tiles. Another dispatch from Col, Bradley states 
that the railroad men say the Apaches crossed 
the railroad west of Wilcox, Arizona, on Oct. 1,

DENVER, Col, Oct. 7 — Information 
comes from Wyoming tothe effect that 300 or 
400 Ogallala Sioux warriors have suddenly made 
their appearance on the Wind River Reserva- 
tion, and that they are showing marked friend- 
ship for the Arapahoes. The purpose of their 
visit has not been ascertained, but the appear- 
ance of these flerce fighters among the treacher- 
ous Arapahoes is disturbing the minds of the 
settlers in the vicinity of the reservation. With- 
inthe last few weeks a number of Arapahoes 
have been detected in cattle killing, and meas- 
ures have been taken for their legal punish- 
ment. Whether they contemplate mischief and 
have called in the aid of the Sioux is not known. 





A QUEER MILITARY QUARREL. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 7.—Quite a sensation in 
military circles has been caused here by an ap- 
plication for acourt of inquiry under the fol- 


lowing circumstances: While areview of troops 
was going on in brigade at La Prairie the Dep- 
uty Adjutant-General, Col. Harwood, noticed 
that Col. Prudhomme, of the Sixty-fourth Bat- 
talion, was not mounted.

Investigation so far 
shows a deficiency of $30,000. Cashier Henry Y. 
Ciarke has not absconded, as was rumored, but 
is living with his tamily at Bedford. The bank 
people say their lors will not be great. Clarke 


has only been Cashier a few years. He was for- 
meriy an accountant. 





PRAIRIE FIRES IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Orrawa, Oct. 7.—It is evident the half 
breeds of the Northwest still believe they have 
a grievance which they are endeavoring to re- 
dress, not by waging war against the Crown, 
but by setting fire to the prairies. Reports from 
the Northwest state that within a short time a 
large number of prairie fires have occurred, 
laying large tracts of valuable property to 
waste. The evidence clearly points to the fact 
that several of the fires have been started by 
dissatisfied half breeds.

LORD SALISBURY TALKS 


HE DEFINES THE POLICY OF THE 
CONSERVATIVE PARTY. 
A-GREAT CHANGE NEEDED IN THE MEASURES 
FOR LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT—THE 

IRISH PROBLEM. 

Lonvon, Oct. 7.—Lord Salisbury, the 
Premier, spoke at the National Conservative 
conference at Newport to-day. He thanked 
the Conservative Union for exposing the true 
nature of the gaudy promises of the seductive 
programme of the Liberals. The Premier urged 
his hearers to continue their efforts in behalf of 
Conservatism, which, he said, was crowing and 
had a glorious future. 

Lord Salisbury then proceeded to enunciate 
the policy of the Conservative Party. Referring 
to the disturbances in the Balkans, the Premier 
said: “It is no part of the duty of British 
statesmen to interfere in the affairs of Eastern 
Roumelia. The treaty of Berlin has not been 
frustrated, nor has the San Stefano treaty been 
restored. The policy of the Government is to 
uphold the Turkish Empire, and. wherever 
itis possible to do so, genuinely and healthily 
to uphold, cherish, and foster strong, self-sus- 
tained nationalities who have an important 
bearing ou the future of Europe. For the pres- 
ent I have hopes that the powers will confine 
the disturbance within the limits of the Rou- 
melian territory. Russian influence would have 
checked the political growth of Roumelia if the 
latter country had united with Buigaria in 
1878.”* 

Lord Salisbury favored a great change in the 
present measures for local self-government. To 
decentralize authority in London was an indis- 
pensable part of the new Government’s policy. 
People having wealth should bear the burden 
of the expenses of the country, not alone those 
having houses aud lands. The Premier in an- 
swering a question as to what extent local Gov- 
ernment autnority should be extended to Ireland 
said: ** Extension there might give more facility 
to the majority to do injustice to the a, 
Conservative traditions, he said, were clear. 8 
regarded the integrity of the empire above all 
other political considerations. He favored the 
Imperial federation movement, but his plans in 
regard to the matter had not yet been tungibly 
shaped. 

Lord Salisbury said he had seen no plan for 
the solution of the Irish question. He denied 
that the Crimes act bad diminished the number 
of outrages. He believed in a closer union of 
Engiand ana her colonies with a view of prov- 
ing the real strength of the nation in European 
councils, and said it was one of the most 
important questions of the future. He 
favored a measure for cheapening and 
simplifying the sale and transfer of land 
He stated that the Government had received re- 
turns showing that general crime io Lreiand had 
decreased. Boycotting was amenabie to the or- 
dinary law, which must be sternly enforced. 
Thirty-five prosecutions, he said, had already 
been startea. Extending self-government to 
Treiand, he declared, was an open question, but 
it was desirable as far us possible to give lreland 
the same benefits as were enjoyed by the rest of 
the United Kingdom. 

Lord Salisbury said he was agreeable to local 
trials of the closing of taverns on Sunday. He 
thought an imperial! federation would not solve 
the Irish question. He was in favor of an easy 
system for the transfer of land. He denounced 
Mr. Chamberlain's scheme of small freeholds, 
which, he said, would lead to domination or cor- 
ruption. He said there was no reason for edu- 
cating gratuitously those who were able to pay 
for their education. He strongly upheld the 
union of Church and State.

Churchill’s ascendency in the Irish policy 
is still apparent. It is evidently the Intention 
to govern Ireland during the Winter without 
coercion. Lord Salisbury’s remarks on federa- 
tion will distinctly encourage Mr. Parnell to 
persevere. There could scarcely be a fuller ad- 
mission of a tacit alliance between the Parnell- 
ites and the Conservatives. 

Mr. Gladstone will address only two meetings 
during the coming campaign. These will be in 
Midlothian. “s

The Right Hon. George J. Goschen, (Liberal,) 
member of Parliament for Ripon, speaking at 
Edinburgh this evening, said he was opposed to 
free education. He would not vote for the 
disestablisnment of the Scottish Church unless 
the proposition was a Government measure. If 
the Liberals, he said, were returned to power 
tbey would be justified in appealing to the 
Tories for help to fight Parnell. 

At Newport this evening a mob attacked the 
Tory newpaper office, breaking the windows and 
otherwise wrecking the building. Before the 
disturbance was quelled the police were com- 
pelled to charge upon the rioters. 





THE ROUMELIAN TROUBLES. 
SERVIA’S WARLIKE ATTITUDE DISTUKBING 
THE PORTE, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 7.—The warlike 
attitude of Servia has compelled the Porte to 
call out more reserves for service on the fron- 
tiers, The Turkish Ministry believes that Servian 
troops wiil cross the frontier, although certain 
of defeat, in order to raise the question as to 
Servia’s rights, 

The Porte has represented to the foreign Am- 
bassadors here that a Servian revolution would 
lead to agitations in Montenegro, Bosnia, and 
Herzegovina, and that Austria and Russia would 
eventually be drawn into the conflict. 

The Buigarian delegates, Petroff and Tchano- 
koff. who were commissioned by Prince Alex- 
ander to assure the Porte that peace and order 
reigned in Eastern Koumelia, arrived at the 
Yildiz Kiosk and solicited an interview with the 
Sultan. They were immediately arrested and 
were subjected to an official examination. The 
affair has caused a sensation. 

It is stated that M. Nelidoff, the Russian Am- 
bassador, has raised a difficulty in the Roumelian 
conference. He desires that the article in the 
Berlin treaty ceiving Turkey the right to send 
troops to Eastern Roumelia be abolished in the 
event of the union of the two Bulgarias. 

Hobart Pasha has frequent conferenees with 
the Ministers on the state of the navy. He was 
specially summoned to a Cabinet council to- 
day. Warlike rumors are current here, 

The Porte has decided to have three army 
corps watch the Greek, Servian, and Bulgarian 
frontiers. A warlike feeling is growing here 
and great activity prevails at the arsenal. 

An imperial irade, mobilizing the entire Turk- 
ish Army, has been issued. 


Sorta, Oct. 7.—Petroff and Tchamakoff 
are commissioned to open direct neyotiations 
with the Porte on the subject of the union of 
Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia.

SENATOR BECK ON SILVER, 





A TEMPORARY SUSPENSION OF COINAGE 
MAY BE FOR THE BEST. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 7.—In an interview here 
to-day Senator Beck, of Kentucky, who is a 
member of the Senate Committee on Finance, 
said, among other things, of the sitver ques- 
tion: “It is indeed a grest question, and 
& temporary suspension of the coinage 
may be for the best, but John Sherman's propo- 
sition to increase the silver in the dollar by 20 
per cent. will never be submitted to. Writ- 
ten on the face of the bonds of July 14, 


1870, was the condition that they were 
payable in gold or silver coin. The latter 
meant the dollar then the standard, and what 
debtor can be expected to add 20 per cent. to his 
debt when the conditions were nominated by the 
creditor ?”” 

“*Gold is becoming scarcer,and with its increas- 
ing scarcity its price is advancing. The silver 
dollar will buy more to-day than it would since 
civilization beean, andit has not depreciated 
— in comparison with gold. But the 
creditor class which has steadily squeezed their 
debtors since greenbacks were at 50 cents on the 
dollar want to turn the screw once more by 
forcing them to§pay either in gold orin 20 per 
cent. more silver than when their debts were 
contracted. The creditor class is, indeed. like a 
regiment. It marches on compactly. Its means 
toward reaching the public ear are perfect. and 
it acts unitedly and it carries down 
the debtor class, which, though ten times 
more numerous, are like raw militia, 
The Treasury Department under John Sherman 
(and it is no better now) has been the enemy of 
silver. It is time that an Executive order from 
one who is a mere Clerk of the President should 
not overweigh and defeat the wishes of Con- 
gress.’ . 


A CALF CASE ENDED, 











FIFTY DOLLARS’ WORTH OF PROPERTY 


costs $20,000 IN LITIGATION. 

WATERLOO, Iowa, Oct. 7.—The lawsuit 
known as the *“* Jones County calf case’? has 
been concluded in the Circuit Court in this city. 
It wasan action brought by Robert Johnson 
against E. V. Miller and six other defendants for 
$10,000 for malicigus prosecution. Eleven years 
ago John Foreman, of Jones County, lowa, had 
four calves stolen, and at about the same time 
Robert Johnson, a neighboring farmer, bought 
some calves for S. D. Potter, of Green, County. 
These calves proved to be the ones stolen from 
Foreman. Soon sfter this Johnson was prose- 
cuted by the Anti-Horse Thief Association of 
Jones County for the theft of the calves. He 
was tried twice and acquitted, and in 1877 brought 
suit against seven members of the association 
for malicious prosecution, alleging that they did 
not have sufficient cause for commencing the 
action. Thecase has been before the courts 
ever since, and has been tried five times, at dif- 
ferent places, and each time except one the 
plaintiff received a verdict running from $3,000 
to $7,500, but each time the verdict has been set 
aside. : 

The jury yesterday awarded $7,000. The costs, 
attorneys’ fees, and expenses entailed upon all 
parties to the litigation growing out of the theft 
of the calves is estimated at more than $20,000, 
and several prosperous farmers have been rep- 
dered bankrupt, while the calves in the first 
place were not worth over $50.

THE STEAMSHIP COMPANIES UN- 
ABLE TO COERCE HIM. 
CONGRESS TO PASS UPON THE POSTMASTER- 

GENERAL’S COURSE—MR, GARLAND’S 

TELEPHONE STOCK, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Vilas has become aware, during the last 
three days, of a purpose on the part of the 
steamship companies that undertook to induce 
him to divide among them the $400,000 placed in 
his hands by Congress to follow up the 
arguments’ they have hitherto wunsuc- 
cessfully used by a clubbing process 
which is expected to receive the approval of the 
Forty-ninth Congress. He doesnot at present 
intend to make any reply to the detailed com- 
plaints of alleged shortcomings in the mail sery- 
ice to South and Central America. That serv- 
ice, he says, is being conducted now as well 
as the department can conduct it with the 
striking lines in determined opposition. If 
there are sometimes delays, that is also true of 
the mails between prominent cities enjoying the 
best mail facilities. The publication of the 
daily failures of the Post Office Department in 
its land service might, without explanation, be 
made use of in a fault-finding way to excite 
doubt of the efficiency of the whole service. 
Mr. Vilas says that since the steamship com- 
panies @ecided to refuse to accept his proposi- 
tions to carry the mails for the sea and inland 
postage, and since arrangements have been 
made with lines outside the strikers, the com- 
bination, or persons representing it, have in- 





timated a desire to confer with him, pre- 
sumably with the object of effecting 
a compromise. About a ‘week ago a 


prominent Democratic Representative called 
upon Gen. Vilas and introduced a gentleman 
from New-York who was supposed to be on 
famitiar terms with the Pacific Mail people and 
desirous of obtaining from the Postmaster- 
General a modification of the terms upon 
which he would meet the companies. The 
gentieman introduced wished to know if 
Gen. Vilas would meet Mr. Houston and 
talk with him. Mr. Vilas expressed a willing- 
ness to see Mr. Houston and to talk with him 
upon the subject of ocean mail transportation, 
but he could only doit with the understanding 
that he could not entertain a proposal to divide 
the ee of $400,000 or to pay morejthan 
sea and inland postage. ,

MontTrREAL, Oct. 7.—The Orange Sentinel, 
published in Toronto, will to-morrow contain an 
article replying to Mr. L. O. David’s statement 
that theimission of Orangeism isto drive the 
French out of the Dominion. The Sentinel 
claims that the object of Orangeism is to secure 
equal rights for all—English and French, Prot- 
estant and Catholic—but claims that it is un- 
reasonable to expect Orangemen to have any 
greut love for those who openly announce their 
hatred of everything English and Protestant 
and .their intention to .dizsrupt the empire 
and crush the Protestant religion. These, 
the Sentinel says, are the recent avowals of 
French Canadians, plainly expressed by word 
and action, and it tells them that if they will fall 
into line, adopt English manners, customs, and 
laws, and help to build up a great English prin- 
cipality in Canada they will find no warmer 
friends than Orangemen, but while they consti- 
tute themselves a distinct nationality so intense- 
ly French and anti-British, and while they con- 
tinue to deprive English Protestants of their 
rights in Quebec and force unfair legislation at 
Ottawa in their favor they must expect to hear 
mutterings of discontent from the other Prov- 
inces, not from Orangemen only, but from 
Protestants in general.

THEY ACCUSE EACH OTHER BITTERLY OF 
W RONGDOING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—Abram L. Ehr- 
langer was arraigned before Magistrate Smith 
at the Central Station at 10 o’clock this morning 
on the charge of shooting G. Herbert Leonard 
last night in room No. 823 at the Conti- 
nental Hotel. Ehrianger was represented by 
James H. Heverin. Leonard did not appear, 
and the case was postponed until Wednesday 
afternoon next, Ehrianger furnishing $1,000 bail 
for his appearance. Leonard left the Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital this morning and waiked to the 
Chestnut-Street Opera House. He was suffering 
from weakness, but dressed and played his part 
in * Anselma’” at the matinée performance. 
During the afternoon Leorard’s wife, who is 


professtonally known as Louise Balfe, swore out 
a warrant before Magistrate Durham charging 
her husband with assault and battery and with 
threatening her life. Leonard was served with 
the warrant just at the close of the matinée 
performance. 

At 4:30 o’clock all the parties to the suit were 
ranged before the bar in the magistrate’s office. 
Leonard looking very paie and haggard and 
muffled to the throat inalong overcoat. He 
stood beside his lawyer, supporting himself 
against the tall desk. Mrs. Leonard was given a 
place behind the railing and stood facing her 
husband. After being sworn she testified as 
follows: **My name is Louise Balfe Leonard. I 
am an a my present residence is the 
Continental Hotel. I begin an engagement 
at the Temple Theatre on Monday 
night next, playing the leading fe- 
male art in ‘Dagmar.’ The accused is 
my husband. Between 4 and 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Leonard came to my room at the 
hotel. We have not lived together since last 
June, I was engaged with my seamstress when 
the door was pushed violently open and my hus- 
band camein. He caught up a dress that was 
ae on the bed and threw it into the corner. 

expostulated with bim and said: ‘Bertie, 
leave me in peace to earn my own living.’ He 
said: * Will you come back and live with me; 
forgive and forget the past?’ I answered him 
that that was impossible, and asked him to leave 
the room. He walked to the table and began 
examining some of my letters. I was very mu 
frightened, and when he suddenly thrust his 
hand into his hip pocket I screamed.” 

At this pointin his wife’s testimony Leonard, 
whose pale face flushed with excitement, leaued 
toward the magistrate, and in a trembling, 
“ stagy” voice exclaimed: ‘* That I should have 
to stand here and listen to a tissue of lies!” Mrs. 
Leonard continued: * I was afraid he meditated 
harm to me, and screamed so loudly that the 
clerk came to the room with two officers, and 
Mr. Leonard was forcibly ejected.” On cross- 
examination she said: ‘** He rushed at me and 
caught me by the throat, forcing me back on 
to the bed. I fear that he will yet do me bodily 
harm—perhaps kil me. Herushed at me with 
his arm upraised to strike a blow. His teeth 
were clinched, and he said: “If you won't live 
with me [ll kill you.”’ He first tossed my dresses 
into the corner, and then threw a package of 
cubeb cigarettes in my face. He swore that I 
should not open at the theatre on Monday. I have 
fergiven him his cruelty twice, but I can’t do it 
again.” 

Leonard was required to furnish $600 bail for 
a furtner hearing onthe charge of assault and 
battery on Friday next at 3:30 o’clock, and an 
additional $400 to keep the peace. He said he 
wasa strangerin astrange city and knew no 
one who would go his bail. Finally an arrange- 
ment was entered into by which he agreed to 
keep away from his wife until Friday, and he 
was released and appeared at the theatre as 
usual last night. In conversation after the 
hearing Leonard made the following statement: 
“No portion of my wife's testimony was true 
except that part about the cigarettes. I did 
throw them in her face, for I believed they be- 
longed tothe otberfellow. Iwenttomy wife's 
room yesterday toconsult with her about.our 
child a little girl of 2 years who is now in Eng- 
land. Her mother was untrue to me and I did 
not think her a proper person to have the care 
of my little darling. I was oblized to steal the 
child away, and now she is very sick, and the 
doctor says unless she has a change of climate 
she will die. I want to bring her back to this 
country, and my purpose in visiting my wife 
was to solicit her co-operation. I knocked at 
the door and my wife said ‘Come in!’ Hanlin 
and Erlanger were in the room. and as soon as [ 
opened the door Erlanger sprang to his feet 
and drew a pistol from his pocket. I started 
toward-him to try and wrest the pistol from 
his hand and he began tiring. I knew that I 
was hit, but I grasped the weapon and turned 
the muzzle toward the floor. He pulled the 
trigger twice afterward, but the bullets went 
into the floor. I did not assault him with my 
umbrella. He attacked me first, and if I had not 
had the presence of mind to seize the pistol he 
would have killed me. Last June Mrs. Leonard 
and I were playing an engagement at the Sol- 
diers’ Home at Dayton. Ohio. I suspected that 
matters were not right, and one morning. I 
picked up the torn fragments of a letter that 
she had written to that man. I pasted them to- 
gether and you shal read the letter. It will 
show you what sort of a woman she 1s.” 

The letter referred to is only a fragment, and 
the handwriting resembles Mrs. Leonurd’s. It is 
dated at the Soldiers’ Home, June 3, 1885, and 
reads as follows: 

“My DARLINGILITTLE!TONEY: I feel very queer to- 
day. Itis very probably the result of yesterduy’s ex- 
citement, I hope you will write to me soon a letter 
full of love and tenderness. I cannot—’ 

When Mrs. Leonard was shown the letter she 
admitted that the hanawriting resembled hers, 
but denied that she had ever written it. * Mr.

Curcaao, Oct. 7.—A bill was filed in the 
Circuit Cqurt here to-day by William Costello 
against the United Order of American Brick- 
layers and Stone Masons, which flourishes in 
this city and pays benefits to its members who 
fall sick and tothe families of those who die. 
Costello says he joined the order last February 
and continued a member until Aug. 18, when he 
was informed that he was to be tried on the 
charge of being a ** general scab.””

EX-MAYOR PRINCE NOMINATED 
FOR GOVERNOR. 

THE RESULT REACHED ON THE SECOND 
BALLOT—A SHREWD APPEAL TO THE 
MASSACHUSETTS WORKINGMEN. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., Oct. 7.—The result of 
to-day’s Democratic State Convention goes to 
show that the Butlerelement no longer domi- 
nates the party in this State. The 1,400 delegates 
came together anxious only to nominate the 
best man, but the old Butler leaders had made 
up their minds that ex-Mayor Prince, of Boston, 
should not be the candidate, because in previous 
campaigns he has not been asupporter of But- 
ler. They madea hard fight, and by their evi- 
dent willingness to support anybody against 
Prince came near beating him. 

Two ballots were taken, on the first of which 
Prince received 513 votes, James 8. Grinnell, of 
Greenfield, 498, and Edward Avery, of Brain- 
tree, 121. When the result was announced an 
effort was made to nominate Mr. Prince by ac- 
clamation, and it might have succeeded had not 
Congressman Collins made a vigorous protest, 
He said he was instructed to votefor Mr. Prince, 
and he had done so, but he did not consider 
that Prince ought tobe nominated, because he 
would alienate so large a proportion of the 
Democratic voters. 

It was late in the afternoon before the second 
ballot was reached, and many of the country 
delegates had started for their homes, otherwise 
Mr. Collins’s appeal for an unobjectionabie can- 
didate might have Leen successful. The Prince 
men, most of whom came from Boston, stood 
firm and carried in their man by the following 
vote: Prince, 459; Grinnell, 431; Avery, 1. The 
nomination was made unanimous. *

Frederick O. Prince is a native of Boston and 
is 67 years old. He isa graduate of Harvard. 
He has been a member of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee for 25 years, and for several 
years was Secretary of that organization. He 
stands well with his party except the immedi- 
ate tollowers of Gen. Butler, and is esteemed 
by the Boston independents, many ot whom 
are expected to support him at the polls. 

The resolutions, written by Mr. Avery, ex- 
press full faith in President Cleveland and 

ledge him the support of the Massachusetts 

emocracy. They are shrewdly drawn so far as 
they relate to State issues, appeaiing strongly ta 
workingmen. The convention was, on the 
whole, well bebaved, althougn a Springfieia 
delegate, who was caught depositing two tickets 
at once on the last bailot, made a scene by call- 
ing President Fitzgerald a:iar onthe platform. 
The convention dissolved with cheers for Cleve- 
land. 

The platform adopted by the convention, after 
warmly indorsing President Cleveiand’s Admin 
istration, opposes the requirement of a poll tax 
and then fishes for the votes of workingmen. It 
opposes convict labor, calis for frequent pay- 
ment of wages, and objects to the retaining of 
wages earned to enlarge capital or swell the 
profits of employers. Stress is laid upon the 
right of every city and town to seiect itsown 
otiicers and control its internal affairs, and then 
the platform cails for laws to provide for the 
settlement of differences between employers 
and employes by arbitration. The methods 
and management of the State Board of Health, 
Lunacy, and Charity are denounced, and » 
national bankrupt law is demanded.

THE ROCK SPRINGS RIOTERS RELEASED 
FROM CUSTODY. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Oct. 7.—The Trib- 
une publishes the following special from Green 
River: ** The Grand Jury, which has been in ses- 
sion here since last Friday, entered court this 
afternoon and reported no bill against the 14 
persons arrested in connection with the Chinese 
riot at Rock Springs. About 30 witnesses have 
been examined, and the jury have been very 
thorough in their investigation of the atfair, but 
it is rumored that the cases will be takeninto the 
United States court.” 

Rock Sprines, Wyoming Oct. 7.—There 
is great excitement here over the release of the 
alleged rioters. The accused were met on theit 
return from Green River last night by several 
hundred men, women, and children, and treated 
to a regular ovation. The miners are turning 
out about half the usual quantity of coal. 





RESPONSIBILITY OF MINE BOSSES. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Oct. 7.—Judge 
Woodward, who appeared on the bench this 
morning, read at great length his opinion in the 
case of the Commonwealth against Christian 
Coonrad,a mine boss at the West End col- 
liery, at Mackanqua, who was recently 
rested for negligence and for heing  re- 


sponsible for the death of 10 men who 
were suffocated by foul gas on the Lith of Au- 
gust last. Jucge Woodward heid that Coonrad 
was guilty of negligence and of an cffense 
against a provision of an act of the Assembly of 
the 30th of June, 1885, and that the only thing 
that remained for the court to do was to 
impose sentence. Coonrad not being in the 
court room, Monday next was fixed as the day 
tor pronouncing sentence. The defendant’s 
counsel say an appeal will be taken. The opin- 
ion has caused considerable comment among 
mine bosses and Superintendents, as the pros:-cu- 
tion is one of the first in the State under the 
new mine law.

BLIND TOM’S MOTHER ANXIOUS. 

RicHMOND, Va., Oct. 7.—In the United 
States court to-day, Judges Bond and Hughes 
presiding, a decision was rendered in the case of 
Blind Tom, the colored pianist. This is a suit in 
the name of Blind Tom, through his mother, 
Charity Wiggins, against James N. Bethune, for 
many years Tom’s guardian, requiring an ac- 
count of the earnings of Tom and their proper 
investment tor the benefit of himself and heirs, 
and that Bethune be required to surrender the 
possession of claimant and pay into court the 
money to defray the expenses of thesuit. The 
motion was overruled without prejudice to 
plaintiff's right to renew the same. It was fur- 
ther ordered that the injunction heretofore 
granted restraining the defendunt (Bethune) 
from removing the plaintiff beyond the limits 
of the State be continued in full force unless 
permission of one of the Judges of the court be 
first obtained. 
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A COWARDLY OUTRAGE IN CANADA. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Oct. 7.—Two attempts 
were made on the lives of public officers with 
ynamite in the town of Orangeville, near tiis 
city, last night. Soon after midnight residents 
of the place were aroused by two loud explo- 
sions, which occurred within a few minutes of 
each other. On investigation it was found that 
an attempt had been made to wreck two privatv 
_Tesidences, one occupied by the newly appointed 
Police Magistrate, F. Monroe, and the other by 
Thomas Anderson, Provincial Constable. The 
officers attacked were appointed to entorce the 
Scott act or liquor prohibition law, and the at- 
tack is attributed to rumaeliers. Both houses 
were badly damaged, the doors and windows 
being blown in with great force, but the inmates 
escaped with their lives. 





WOMEN’S TEMPERANCE CONVENTION. 
New-Havew, Conn., Oct. 7.—The Wom- 
en’s Temperance Union of Connecticut began its 
unnual convention in Fairhaven to-day. One 
hundred and twenty-five delegates are present, 
all the princtpal towns of the State being repre- 


sented. There were addresses made by Mrs. E. 
M. Jerome, ot Fairhaven, and Mrs. E. Blake, 
of East Bridgeport, and Col. George H. Bain, of 
Kentucky, spoke in the evening. The conven- 
tion will continue for two more days. Miss 
Frances Willard, of Troy. N. Y., will make the 
principal address to-morrow.

Although a mem- 
ber of the Confederate Congress and an 
offiger in the Confederate Army, he is 
thoroughly identified with the ‘new 
South.” His fitness for a diplomatic posi- 
tion, especially near a Government with 
which our most important relations are 
strictly commercial and are somewhat com- 
plicated, remains to be tested. He suc- 
ceeds Mr. Foster, who is one of the most 
experienced and most able American. dip- 
\omats. 








It isevident that the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, having once made up his mind in re- 
gard to the appropriation for ocean mail 
service, does not intend to be moved from 
his position by any efforts, direct or indi- 
rect, of the steamship lines interested. 
They will have to give up the contest 
with him, and await further action by 
Congress. There is little doubt of the in- 
tention of the act of the last session 


to have $400,000 divided among Ameri- 
can steamship companies as a mileage 
compensation for carrying mails to and 
from foreign countries, and we have not 
been satisfied that the Postmaster-General 


had sufficient ground to justify his refusal 


to carry out that intention, but he is ex- 
pected to make a full explanation when 
Congress meets, and it may be that he will 
give convincing reasons for hiscourse. It 
is certain that a considerable part of the 
foreign mail service is now on an unsatis- 
factory basis and that the compensation 
offered is insufficient to sustain it proper- 
ly, but it is the business of Congress to 
make its policy clear and practicable and 





leave no doubt as to the course to be pur- 
sued in carrying its purposes into effect. 








The Grand Jury at Rock Springs, Wy- 
oning, has returned a finding of ‘no 
bill” against the men arrested for partici- 
pation in the murder of the Chinese 
miners at that place. This will only in- 
crease the responsibility of the Federal 


Government toward China for that 
horrible slaugitter. The matter; it 
is said, will be carried into the 
United States courts, but is final 


outcome will depend upon the ability of 
the authorities to get an impartial jury, 
and this would seem to be impossible in 
‘the vicinage.”

Her nephew brought 
suit to recover it for the heirs, inasmuch 
as the old lady died intestate and there

public policy. The money could only 
be regarded as a trust fund, and as there 
was no beneficiary living or within the 
jurisdiction of a mundane court there 
could be no valid trust. Now the Court 
of Appeals says, in effect, that the old 
lady did not intend to bestow her money 
for the benefit of her soul, but for the 
benefit of the Catholic Church, or, at 
least, that she did so bestow it, and that 
the church may come in as the real cestui 
que trust, making, the disposition valid. 
This isa violent wrenching of one of the 
doctrines of the church in order to enable 
it to obtain worldly profit from the faith 
of its votaries, which it will not be slow 
to consent to, so long as it is only mere 
human law and the heirs of intestate per-. 
sons that suffer. 7

DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION TO HILL. 

That there is a very considerable oppo- 
sition in the Democratic Party to Mr. 
HIuu is generally conceded, and even the 
ardent organs that feel in duty bound to 
predict his election show many signs of 


distrust and alarm, This opposition in 
his own party comes from the best 
men in its ranks It is only to a 


moderate extent factional, and is not 
inspired by the failure of the candi- 
date while Governor to carry out 
any particular policy as to patronage. 
Mr. Hi. has been in the Governor’s office 
but a few months. ie has not had 
much patronage to dispose of at best, and 
the men who regard his nomination as a 
fatal blunder do not care very much for 
patronage in any case, and care nothing 
for the petty intriguing by which the few 
offices under the State Government, and 
not within. the civil service law, have 
been disposed of. 

The real ground of opposition by these 
Democrats to Mr. HILL is the feeling that 
his nomination has been a very serious 
check to the progress of the party toward 
honorable success not only in State but in 
national politics, and this feeling is very 
strong among the thoughtful and intelli- 
gent members of the party. They are 
bitterly disappointed and indignant that 
just at the moment when their party had 
won, by deserving it, the confidence of the 
country and had elected a President 
who in elevation of character, breadth of 
view, firmness of purpose, and unflinch- 
ing fidelity to principle is proving himself 
the equal of any President of this genera- 
tion, it should be disgraced and discredit- 
ed in the President’s own State by the 
nomination of a politician wedded in the- 
ory and practice to all that has made the 
party suspected in the past. The better 
class of Democrats in New-York felt a 
proud and just satisfaction in the career 
of Mr. CLEVELAND. They recognized 
that it had been accepted by the coun- 
try as the strongest proof of the 
vitality of their party, of its practical 
capacity for progress, of its harmony with 
the spirit of the time and its fitness for 
continued usefulness in the future. They 
saw opening before them a way out of the 
barren waste in which the party had been 
so long wandering, fettered by old ideas, 
torn by factional quarrels, and dishonored 
by low political methods and purposes. It 
is a severe trial to them to see the 
machinery of the party again seized 
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by the spoils hunters, to see the 
new brood of Tammany Hall dominant 
in its councils, and the ghost of TWEED, 
in the person of one of his partners and 
tools, as candidate for the place Mr. 
CLEVELAND had honored, rising once more 
to plague and shame them, The Demo- 
crats who clung through so many years 
to their party, with faith in its ultimate 
purification and with devotion to its prin- 
ciples, and who saw in Mr, CLEVELAND’S 
election the beginning of the realization of 
their loyal ambition, are disgusted at the 
fall it has had in the leadership of HILL. 
This opposition will unquestionably 
make itself felt at the polls. In what 
degree and in what way it is too soon to 
say, but we know that many of the 
soundest Democrats in New-York believe 
that it is their duty to treat their party 
much as the independent Republicans 
treated theirs in 1882, to give to Mr, Dav- 
ENPORT a majority so large that his elec- 
tion cannot be claimed as a party victory, 
but must be recognized as a victory for 
good government to which the better ele- 
ments of all parties will have contributed. 
They believe that in that way only 
can they check the reactionary tenden- 
cy of their own party and teach its 
managers that there is .no_ safety 
for them save on the lines of party policy 
that led to the election of Mr. CLEVELAND 
and that have been abandoned in the 
nomination of Hitu. To the charge of 
party infidelity which will be brought 
against them they are indifferent. They 
regard their party, as all honest and sensi- 
ble men do, but as a means to secure good 
government, with no claim on their alle- 
giance when it ceases to serve that end 
and pursues its opposite. They do not 
feel themselves bound to follow it back 
into the slough from which it has been 
rescued with such difficulty. They are 
determined, on the contrary, to try to re- 
call it tothe path that leads toward an 
honorable and useful future, and they 
know that they cannot do that if they 
abandon that path themselves, 





THE MASSACHUSETTS DEMOCRATS. 

The significance of the action of the 
Convention of the Democrats of Massa- 
chusetts at Worcester yesterday, in a na- 
tional sense, was confined to its unquali- 
fied expression of confidence in the Presi- 
dent and approval of his course. This 
ought to imply a specific declaration of 
support for the civil service law and the 
faithful application of the rules framed in 
accordance therewith, but we look in vain 
for any clear and explicit declaration of 
the kind. Instead we find certain glit- 
tering generalities about establishing the 
service on a ‘‘ broad basis of justice and 
equality,” with the absurd qualification 
that an ‘official class” should not be 
created to be ‘‘ above and beyond the peo- 
ple.” The spirit and purpose of the re- 
form was very well set forth in the ad- 
dress of the presiding officer of the 
convention, Mr. FITZGERALD, but he 
seemed chiefly anxious that before 
it should have full effect the service 
should be effectually cleared of the 
partisans appointed in the, past 
under the influences and motives of the 
old system. On the whole itis difficult 
to say whether the convention was in 
favor of maintaining and extending the 
policy of reform, on definite principles 
practically applied or not. There was 
something especially incongruous in tack- 
ing upon a resolution expressing sorrow 
for the death of Gen. GRANT a condemna- 
tion of the civil servige law of the State 
for not exempting veterans from its oper- 
ation, This characterized as an 
abridgment of their right to hold office, 
though it leaves them the sams right that 
others have on a “‘ broad basis of justice 
and equality.” But the solicitude of the 
Democratic Party for the veterans can 
hardly find an expression that has nota 
ludicrous appearance. 

On some of the important questions of 
national policy the convention avoided all 
utterance of its opinions, if it had any. 
It had nothing to say on any phase of 
national taxation, and was completely 
silent on the pressing question of sus- 
pending the coinage of silver dollars. Like 
all conventions nowadays, it was in favor 
of preserving the public lands for the use 
of the people, and it favored a national 
bankrupt law. Beyond that it gave no 
indication of what is to be regarded as 
the policy of the party which now holds 
the responsibility for the administration 
of national affairs. The platform was 
devoted largely to local issues, and 
made a strong bid for the support 
of workingmen. What it demanded 
for them, however, was nothing more 
than what they are fairly entitled 
to, such as the weekly payment of wages 
by corporations and the right to recover 
damages for injuries received in the serv- 
ice and under the control of their em- 
ployers. In the main, too, it was right in 
protesting against the policy of curtailing 
by legislative enactments the power of 
the people of cities to control the manage- 
ment of their own local affairs. The plat- 
form wasa peculiarly diffuse and some- 
what incoherent statement on a variety 
of unrelated subjects in which no con- 
sistent policy of any kind was formulated. 
It is characteristic of a transition period 
in politics. 

The nomination of Mr. FrrepEericKk O, 
PRINCE, ex-Mayor of Boston, as the can- 
didate for Governor was a proof that the 
Butler influence is no longer potent with 
the Democrats of Massachusetts. Mr. 
PRINCE is an able, upright, and cultivated 
gentleman, who never concealed his aver- 
sion for BUTLER and the methods by 
which he gained his extraordinary ascend- 
ency in Massachusetts politics with the 
help of the baser and noisier elements of 
the Democracy. He never gave counte- 
mance or support to the pretensions of 
that demagogue, and the followers of 
BUTLER opposed his nomination, but they 
had little power in the convention. They 
may beable to deprive Mr. PRINCE of a 
few votes, but his candidacy is calculated 
to strengthen the progressive tendency of 
the party and bring to its support some of 
the independents of the State. The party 
is certainly in a better position there 
than it has held for many years, and its 
general sympathy with the National Ad-

A MODEL PARTY ORGAN. 


We have always admired the calm par- 
tisan mendacity of the Troy Times. It is, 
in our opinion, a model party organ. It 
is everything that a newspaper should 


be which has only one conviction, 
that all good necessarily emanates 
from its own party, sii evil from 


the other, and one purpose, to sup- 
port the regular ticket. The partisan- 
ship of the Troy Times is not a howling 
lunacy like that of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette, it is not silly like that of 
the New-York Tribune, and -it has not 
the studied and ostentatious meanness of 
the Boston Journal. It is a partisanship 
that compels admiration by its stead- 
fastness and its contempt for all morab 
and logical obstacles, for the demands of 
pusillanimous consistency, and for other 
ethical considerations such as might 
tend to weaken what our Troy contem- 
porary would call its party fealty. Ani- 
mated by this spirit of devotion to party, 
the Troy Times may be likened to the 
Scotchwoman’s husband, whom she de- 
fended against slanderous insinuations by 
declaring that he was ‘just a lyin’, 
drucken, thievin’ vagabond, with nae a 
fault about him.” 

The equipoise of this typical organ is 
rarely troubled by any violent outburst. 
Its distinguishing characteristic, indeed, 
is the composure with which it utters the 
most startling untruths about its political 


opponents. Vehement it is, at éimes, 
when its peculiar moral nature is 
shocked by the criminal enormities 


it attributes to some unfortunate Demo- 
cratic victim of its fabrications, but we 
have rarely detected any hysteric symp- 
tomsin these moments of noble rage. But 
it is natural that an old and experienced 
organ like the Troy Times should be tough 
and but slightly sensitive to the reflex 
action of mendacity. 

We find in its issue of Tuesday a fine 
specimen of our contemporary’s art, 
which we here reproduce : 

* If the President is at heart a civil service re- 
former his practice largely belies his opinions. 
He isand must be governed by the prevailing 
sentiment which animates the Democratic 
Party in regard to the distribution of patron- 
age. DORMAN B. EATON, the high priest of civil 
service reform, according to the Pendleton act 
pattern, has already been constrained to retire, 
afteran exchange of some commonplace con- 
ventionalities with the President, in which each 
thinly veiled the contempt he felt for the other, 
and Commissioners GREGORY and THOMAN are 
soon to be superseded. Then a commission 
composed of Democrats, at least in the propor- 
tion of two to one, will be appointed, and the 
country may expect to secanend of all effort 
to enforce the law, so far as its spirit is con- 
cerned.- A farcical show of maintaining the 
civil service theory will, perhaps, be kept up, 
but nobody need hope tor anything more.” 

Is not that a gem of partisan lying? 
And yet the writer was wholly uncon- 
scious of the essential greatness of his 
work. He no doubt looked upon the para- 
graph we have quoted as merely so many 
lines accomplished ina daily task he takes 
up with joy and completes with reluct- 
ance. Here is another specimen: 

“Vice-President HENDRICKS undoubtedly 
spoke by tne card when he said at Columbus,Obio, 
jast Saturday night, that in his opinion the new 
board will be composed of ‘men who, while 
pledged to the principles of the civil service, will 
bave a business-like conceptionof theduties of 
their positions, and make their rulings more in 
harmony with the spirit that dominates 
political parties than the old board did;’ and, 
coming from buch a source, the prognostica- 
tion is eminently suggestive. The Vice-President 
is known to exercise a powerful influence at the 
White House.” 

The reader will suspect uproarious hu- 
mor in the sentence we have italicized, 
The suspicion is unjust, and could arise 
only in the bosom of a man unaccus- 
tomed to the daily style and flavor of the 
Troy Times. One more specimen must 
suffice: 

“There is not the least sign of dissatisfaction 
on the part of the President and Cabinet with 
the work of the Democratic State Convention, 
and no reasonable doubt can: be entertained 
that all the influences they can bring to bear 
will be exerted in behaif of HILL and his tellow- 
nominees.” 

These examples of business-like, matter- 
of-fact, every-day, jog-trot campaign 
lying will give our readers a correct idea 
of what a sound and loyal party organ 
the Troy Times is. Its standard is a lofty 
one, and its unfailing powers of invention 
enable it to maintain a uniform excellence 
in misrepresentation and the higher orna- 
mental branches of political perjury such 
as few of the other party organs within 
our observation ever equal and none ever 
surpass, 








WAR CLOUDS IN THE EAST, 


Side by side with assurances from the 
conference of Ambassadors that they will 
aim to prevent a conflict comes evidence 
of preparations in many quarters to pro- 
voke one. In some respects the present 
situation recalls that of ten years ago, 
when a diplomatic consultation at Con- 
stantinople formed the prelude to war. 
Now, too, Servia and Greece are clamor- 
ing for slices of the Sultan’s domain, and 
threaten to make trouble unless the con- 
ference satisfies them. King MiLan is 
credited even with declaring to his Cham- 
ber of Deputies that if the Bulgarian 
union is recognized Servia will fight for 
an extension of her territory. 

That Turkey understands her danger is 
clear. Her troops are in echelon along 
the frontier of Eastern Roumelia, ready 
to advance. At Adrianople they are kept 
constantly alert, and near the town of 
Mustapha Pasha about three thousand 
men have been concentrated. At that 
point the brief skirmish of some days ago 
was reported. Indeed, it was at first as- 
serted that Bashi-Bazouks had sacked 
and burned several Roumelian villages, 
and that an action had occurred in which 
the Roumelians had lost over three hun- 
dred men; but this was evidently the ex- 
aggeration of a reconnoissance. Troops 
from Smyrna and from the various mari- 
time Provinces of Asia have been hurried 
to the Balkan Peninsula, and four iron- 
clads are preparing for sea. The revela- 
tions of maladministration in the Turkish 
War Office, which has left the ranks 
far below their supposed strength, and 
many soldiers lacking uniforms,- shoes, 
and equipments, and with a great short- 





coming, too, of horses for the cavalry. 
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are no doubt serious. The malicious re- 
port that the Sultan was demented, which 
followed this discovery, might well have 
been true in the sense of his being furious 
over it. But military activity has only 
been quickened by disappointment. Tak- 
ing. together the nizam, or active army, 
and the redif, or reserve, there should be 
an ultimate force of over half a million 
men at Turkey’s disposal, and she has ac- 
cumulated rifles enough in her arsenals 
for all her infantry and Krupp field 
pieces for her artillery. Her last war 
with Russia is not so distant as to leave 
her without many veterans still within 
the fighting age. In short, she will not 
fear for the issue against Servia or Greece, 
still less against the Bulgarias—provided 
that no greater power should interfere 
against her. 

Bulgaria, it need hardly be said, is 
ready for war. The Roumelians have an 
intrenched camp at Hermanli to defend 
the route from Adrianople. In all the 
chief towns women and others are form- 
ing Red Cross societies for the care of 
wounded soldiers. The whole able-bodied 
male population seems to be under arms 
or preparing to aid somehow in the ex- 
pected war. The withdrawal of all the 
Russian officers, even the surgeons, at the 
command of the Czar, who has refused to 
grant the petition of the Bulgarian Par- 
liament for their return, was, no doubt, a 
hard blow to the efficiency of the troops, 
but they were not discouraged, and, 
after all, it gave opportunity for pro- 
motion. Some of the Russian  offi- 
cers, it is said, express the opinion 
that the Bulgarians are no match for the 
Turkish regulars, but English officers who 
were present at the late manoeuvres at 
Shumla think well of them. Prince 
ALEXANDER, who lately told his troops 
that if war must come he would ‘ always 
be found in the thick of the battle,” has 
soldierly qualities, and is not without mil- 
itary experience, having served on the 
staff of Gen. GOURKHO in thelast war. <As 
the whole country has been put in a state 
of siege, and commerce is for the time in 
chaos, even war might be a fgelief to the 
long doubt and suspense. 

Of Servia and Greece it would be less 
correct to say that they are ready to fight 
than that they are determined to do so 
unless appeased by an offering of Turkish 
territory. The former has suspended all 
traffic with Roumelia, and lately sent to 
Bucharest to secure Roumania’s co-opera- 
tion with her in attacking Bulgaria. 
Prince ALEXANDER has had to send troops 
to his western frontier to keep off the 
Servians, and so close are the hostile par- 
ties that the late rumors of severe fighting 
may at any moment be surpassed by 
the facts. Greece, also pledged to fight 
against Bulgarian union, after putting 
23,000 men on her frontier, besides her 
troops at Larissa and Arta, has called out 
two classes of the naval reserve and all 
the remainder of the army reserve for 
immediate service. 

Such are the ominous signs in the Bal- 
kan Peninsula. They do not by any 
means indicate that peace is impossible, 
but they certainly do indicate that for a 
permanent and satisfactory settlement a 
more resolute and more intrinsically just 
solution of the difficulty must be made 
by the powers than any that has yet been 
publicly proposed.

JABEZ Lh M. CURRY MADE MINISTER TO 
SPAIN BY THE PRESIDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—President Cleve- 
land to-day appointed the Hon. Jabez L. M. 
Curry, of Richmond, Va., Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to Spain, to suc- 
ceed John W. Foster. 


Mr. Curry is staying at the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel, in this city, where he is in attendance, 
in his capacity of general agent, upon the an- 
nual session of the Board of Trustees of the 
Peabody Educational Fund. When congratu- 
lated last evening upon the new honor con- 
ferred upon him he smiled pleasantly and said 
he thought he should be pleased with it. He had 
in no manner — the office and he was much 
gratified that it had come unsolicited. When 
asked how the appointment had been broucht 
about Mr. Curry replied that he supposed it was 
through his friends, some of whom probably 
thought the high honor which it conveys would 
be acceptable to him. 

Mr. Curry is one of the best known men in the 
South. He was born in Lincoln County, Ga., in 
1825, his father being a wealthy planter. When 
13 years ot age he went with his parents to live 
at Tailadega, Ala. He graduated at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, and then entered the Harvard 
Law Schoo), where he had as classmates Gov. 
Hoadly, of Ohio; ex-President Hayes, ex-Gov. 
Whyte, of Maryland; Anson Burlingame, 
United States Minister to China; A. Oakey Hall, 
and other gentleman since more or Jess distin- 
guished in public life. In 1855 Mr. Curry was 
elected tothe Alabama Legislature, where he 
served two terms, when he was elected to Con- 
gress, and there remained four years. 

Upon the breaking out of tho rebellion Mr. 
Curry was elected a delegate to the Provisional 
Convention at Montgomery, Ala., and subse- 

uently a member of the Confederate Congress. 

e served one term in the tatter body and then 
entered the army under Gen. Joseph E. Johnston 
as Colonel of the Fifth Alabama Cavalry, and 
served in that capacity throughout the war, and 
soon after the cessation of hostilities, in 1865, he 
became President of Howard College, at Marion, 
Ala. In 1868 he went to Richmond College, 
Richmond, Va., as Professor of English and 
Mental Philosophy, and about this time, at the 
earnest solicitation of friends and contrary to 
his own inclinations, he consented to be ordained 
to the ministry. He, however, declined to ac- 
cept any of the numerous calls he re- 
ceived, and has persisted in his refusal 
to regularly officiate in a ministerial capacity. 
During several years past Mr. Curry has been 
the general agent of the Peabody educational 
fund, and he has been very active in forwarding 
the cause of education in the South. He has 
been earnest in endeavoring to secure national 
aid for educational measures in the South. 

Mr. Curry has always been a Democrat, and 
was anearnest advocate of the election of Mr. 
Cleveland. He has been noted in Virginia asa 

steady opponent of Mahoneism and all that the 
word implies. Three years ago he took the 
stump and spoke in favor of paying the debt of 
the Commonwealth. He is well known at the 
North, where he has delivered addresses upon 
various subjects.

MR. CURRY’S REPORT OF THE RESULTS O18 
THE LAST YEAR’S WORK. 

The Board of Trustees of the Peabody 
Educational Fund is in session at the Fifth. 
Avenue Hotel. Its meeting of yesterday was 
very fully attended, the only absentee being 
Gen. Henry R. Jackson, of Tennessee, United 
States Minister to Mexico. Those present wera 
the Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, of Massachusetts, 
Chairmen; the Hon. Hamilton Fish, of New- 
York; ex-Gov. William Aiken, of South Caro- 
lina; the Hon. William M. Evarts, ot New-York; 
the Hon. A. H. H. Stewart, of Virginia; Chief- 
Justice Waite, of the United States Supreme 
Court: Bishop H. B. Whipple, of Minnesota; 
Col. Theodore Lyman ot Massucsusetts; ex~ 
President Rutherford B. Hayes, or Ohio; the 
Hon. Thomas C. Manning, of Louisiana; An- 
thony J. Drexel, of Philadelphia; the Hon. 
James D. Porter, of Tennessee, Assistant Secre~ 
tary of State; the Hon. Samue! A. Green, of Bos- 
ton, Secretary, and General Agent J. L. M. Curry, 
of Richmond,Va. A letter from Gen. Jackson, i 
which he signified his declination, on account o 
his present official obligations, to serve as a 
member of the Board of Trustees, was read, and 
the board declined to accept the declination. 
President Cleveland was elected to fill the va- 
eancy on the board caused by the death of Gen, 
Grant, and the Hon. J. Pierpont Morgan wag 
chosen a Trustee in place of the late Samuel 
Wetmore, of New-York. Gen. Grant and Mr. 
Wetmore were original Trustees of the fund. 
Mr. Winthrop, in his opening address, paid a 
giowing tribute to the virtues and achieve- 
ments of Gen. Grant, and ne also spoke words 
of praise of Mr. Wetmore. 

Mr. Curry presented his report as General 
Agent of the fund for the year just ended, and 
its reading was listened to with a great deal of 
interest. Calling attention to the fact that since 
the last meeting of the board he had addressed 
ape the subject of education the Legislature 
of six Southern States, Mr. Curry remarked 
that he had observed with extreme pleasure 
**the subsidence and disappearance of passions 
and prejudices engendered by the war, the 
growth of traternity and hopefulness,” and 
steady progress in Southern industrial develop- 
ment. With material progress he argued that 
** general education is inseparably connected, in 
the double relation of cause and consequence.” 
He gave an account of the school work done in 
various Southern States during the past year, 
drawing the general deduction trom the factg 
and figures presented that much good had been 
accomplished by means of the fund in that di. 
rection, and that the cause of education hud 
been greatly advanced in consequence. 

Comparing the figures of 1882 and 1884 he 
showed that the total white school enrollment 
in the Southern States, including the District of 
Columbia, during the latter year was 2,546,448 
as against 2,249,263 tor 1882, and that the colored 
enroliment was in 1884 1,002,313, against 802,984 
tor 1882, respective increases of 297,185 and 199,. 
331 in two years. “The total expenditure for 
both races in these same Southern States and 
the District of Columbia for 1884 was $17,058,467. 
The expenditure for the same States and the 
District of Columbia for the year 1882 was $14,- 
820.972, showing an increase of $2,232,495.” uch 
of this favorable showing, Mr. Curry contends, 
is due to the influence exerted and assistance 
given by the fund. He especially congratulate 
the Board of Trustees upon the establishment o 
additional normal schools in the South during 
the past year, and the growing demand in that 
section for better teaching than most of the 
people there have been used to having. “The 
‘Trustees may be congratulated on having con-« 
tributed somewhat to the more healthy opinion 
which legislation shows to exist.” 

Mr. Curry also speaks encouragingly of the 
growing favor with which the idea of industrial 
education is being received in the South, and 
thinks much good is being effected in that di- 
rection. He reiterates the arguments in behalf 
of national aid for the removal or prevention of 
illiteracy, and refers, eulogistically, to the sup- 
port which Gen. Grant, “as President, Trustee, 
and private citizen,” gave to the project. In 
conclusion of his report, Mr. Curry shows the 
following distribution of the fund since Oct. 
1884, for scholarships, normal schools, teachers 
institutes, or public schools: In Alabama, 
$5,300; Arkansas, $3,100; Florida, $2,875; Geor« 
gia, $4,175; Louisiana, $1.800; Mississippi, $2,250; 
North Carolina, $5,480: South Carolina, $5,000; 
Tennessee, 11,850; Texas, $7,150; Virginia, 
$6,775; West Virginia, $2,500; total, $57,705. The 
General Agent’s report was accepted, and the 
board adjourned until to-day atll A.M. The 
Trustees of the fund partook of an annual din- 
nerat the Fifth-Avenue Hotel last evening. 
There were several ladies present.

ENTHUSIASM FOR DAVENPORT. 
CHEERING NEWS AT HEADQUARTERS—A 
LARGE RATIFICATION MEETING. 


The headquarters of the Republican 
State Committee, in the Gilsey House, were 
visited yesterday by many earnest supporters 
of the ticket headed by Davenport and Carr, 
who brought cheering news from various quar- 
ters. The opposition to Gov. Hill and his little 
ticket among Democrats appears, from all re- 
ports, to grow more outspoken and positive 
day by day. The natural disinclination of the 
members of the County Democracy to aid 
in the election of Tammany’s pet candi- 
date 18 cropping out here and there, and 
as the exultation of the Tammany 
shouters increases, the coolness of the County 
Democrats gains in frigidity. The Republic- 
an Executive Committee have been informed 
of anumber of old-time Democratsin this and 
other counties who have come out flat-footed 
for Davenport. The forged Buffalo letter, which 
was cooked up by someof Hill’s zealous sup- 
porters, has thoroughly disgusted many of 
President Cleveland’s Democratic friends. The 
current Of public sentiment, as indicated to the 
Republican campaign managers by trustworthy 
informants, is with the Davenport ticket, and it 
is gaining in strength each succeeding day. 

Henry L. Sprague presided at the first mass 
meeting held in this city to ratify the Repub- 
lican State ticket last evening. The Grand 
Opera House Hall was packed to overflowing by 
a throng which proved unusually demonstra. 
tive, cheering every reference to lra Davenport 
and Gen. Carr, and applauding the speakers to 
the echo whenever a telling point was made in 
favor of the Republican or against the Demo- 
cratic Party. Silas B. Dutcher, the first speaker 
of the evening, began with the announcement 
that while the Democrats were fighting among 
themselves over the question whether the 
election of Hill would be in the interest 
of President Cleveland's Administration or 
not, the Kepublicans as a unit were thor- 
oughly imbued with the idea that the slection 
ot Davenport is essential to.the welfare ot the 
people ot this State. The speaker never knew 
ofaticket which had met with such universal 
favor. He had not met one Republican who 
was not content with it and enthusiastic in ita 
support, but he had met many Democrats who 
were not satistied with their own ticket and in- 
tended to vote for Davenport, and there were 
good reasons for this. There were living issues 
upon which the battle in November wasto be 
fought, and upon these issues the Republican 
Party had taken a firm stand. The platform 
was an explicit declaration of principles. There 
was no doubt what it meant on: the civil service 

uestion, It meant that the man who foughs 

or his country in her hour of need, if 
he passed the minimum required in his 
examination, is entitled to precedence for 
the position to which he aspired. It was sound 
on the currency question and sound on the 
great! labor questions which are now agitating 
the State and the Nation. It said that tae State 
and the Nation should aid the laboring man ip- 
stead of pulling him down; that it should now 
destroy or break down any interest by contract 
labor, but that this should be distributed in suoh 
& manner as not tointerfere py competition with 
any business upon which the workingman de- 
pended for his bread. [Cheers.] ** The election of 
Ira Davenport by 50,000 or 75,000 majority,” said 
the speaker, amid a chorus of shouts which for 
& moment drowned his voice, “ will do much to 
settle the labor question in this State.” Mr. 
Dutcher referred to Gov. Hill’s former business 
partnership with William M. Tweed, and said 
that the people did not mean to place inthe 
Governor's chair a man who had been associated 
with the prince ot thieves in this city. . 

The Hon. Mahlon Chance, of Ohio, followed in 
arousing speech, which kept the throng aiter- 
nately laugning and cheering for an hour, and 
the meeting then adjourned after giving six 
ringing cheers for Ira Davenport, Gen. Carr, 
and the entire Republican ticket. 

The Independent Republican Association of 
the Twenty-second Assembly District held an 
enthusiastic meeting last evening at No. 1,551 
Second-avenue, and enroiled a number of new 
members.

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HILL'S UNRULY FRIENDs 


CITY FACTIONS IN A NOISY GAME 
OF BLUFF. 

THE QUESTION OF UNION WHICH MAKES IT 
UNPLEASANT FOR THE DEMOCRATIC 
CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR. 

Wearily waited the Democrats all day 
yesterday at the Hoffinan House for the coming 
of the man from Chemung who heads their State 
ticket. Every one grew somewhat despondent, 


and the despondency increased when some one 
higb up in the counsels of the State Committee 





remarked that the candidate might not be here | 
until to-morrow. The members of the Executive 


Committee were in consultation nearly ail the 
afternoon, and Gen. Jones, of Binghamton, and 
other of the minor candidates on the State 
ticket assisted them to the fullest extent of 
their powerin laying out campaign plans. But 
their ability was evidently not up to the re- 
quired standard. The Napoleonic Hill, whose 
friends claim that he can put some Tildenism 
into the canvas, was wanted by every one. So 
when evening came and the news was tele- 
graphed from Albany that the Governor had 


left there on the 2:40 P. M. train, there was great 
rejoicing. 

At last the approach of Gov. Hill was herald- 
ed. He walked briskly up the long vestibule 
and stopped at the clerk’s desk. He wrote his 
name in the register, and when he turned to go 


to his rooms was accosted by “ Partner” Bacon, 


who shook hands with him. The Governor 


looked pale and nervous. He and “ Partner” 
Bacon ascended to the fioor above together ip 
the elevator. Without waiting to dine he at 
once sent word to the State Committee rooms 
that he wished to know what had been done thus 
far. A report was made to him, and the situa- 
tion was discussed thoroughly. Judge Alton B. 
Parker, of Ulster County, the Chairman of the 
Democratic Executive Committee, saw the Gov- 
ernor subsequently, and the two conferred to- 
gether for some time. 

Meanwhile the Democrats below were wonder- 
ing and speculating as to what Gov. Hill would do 
in the way of bringing about a union among the 
city factions. It was known that the Tammany 
Hall Conterence Committee had met during the 
afternoon. This committee was not to havemet 
until Saturday evening, but the members recol- 
lected that Irving Hall held its County Conven- 
tion to-morrow. This led toa meeting at 4 P. 
M. yesterday, at which it was resolved that 


the subconference committee should con- 
sist of Richard Croker, Thomas F. Gilroy, 
Joseph J. O’Donohue, Gen. Francis B. 
Spinola, Register John Reilly, Edward T. 


Fitzpatrick. James J. Martin, James Barker, 
and ex-Alderman William P. Kirk. This sub- 
committee is to act in bebalf of Tammany Hal 
in any negotiations that may be entered into 
with the otner Democratic organizations. The 
full committee then decided to send a circular 
jetter to the County Convention of the County 
Democracy and Irving Hall, and also to the in- 
dependent German organization, certifying to 
Tammany’s desire for union and harmony in 
the party and asking that a joint conference be 
beid. The letter will be presented to the various 
conventions by a committee cunsisting of Gen. 
Spinola, Thomas F. Gilroy, Joseph J. O’Dono- 
hue, and James J. Martin. 

The members of the conference committee 
appeared to be greatly annoyed at a story which 
bes been circulated. mainly by County Demuc- 
racy men, to the effect that Tammany Hall was 
simply piaying a “bluff” game in favor ofa 
union, and that the organization was only pre- 
tending tu favora union so asto pose as the 
would-be savior of the Democratic State ticket. 
At the secret sessions of the conference com- 
mittee this subject was thoroughly discussed,anud 
it was resoived that thestatements that had been 
circulated were maliciously false. and that Tam- 
many Hall was in favor of a union and strong- 
ly deprecated any attempt to subordinate the 
success of the partv in the State to selfish am- 
bitions on tne part of candidates for local 
offices. A meeting of the subcommittee will 
be held to-day, and the subcommittee that is to 
bear the messages of peace and good-will will 
call upon Irving Hall at its County Convention 
to-morrow. It was also resolved to adjourn all 
the 1ocal District Conventions until it had been 
determined whether or not @ union could be bad, 
Tammany Hali being in favor of a union along 
the whole line. A committee told Gov. Hill 
what had been done. The Governor said that 
he was strongly in favor of union, and hoped 
one could be brought about. 

The County Democrats feel that the apparent- 
ly strong personal interest taken by Gov. Hill in 
the iocal union question put them in a peculiar 
position. The leaders had given up the effort 
totry to bring their organization into line ou 
the Tammany programme. Word had been 
passed along the line early in the day that there 
woud be no union, Tammany and its friend 
Hill notwithstanding, and there was a stiffening 
upof backbones and a determination not to 
yield on the faceof every County Democracy 
man one met. Hubert O. Thompson vigorously 
declared that his organization wanted a fight, 
aid felt that by having a three-cornered con- 
test the candidates on the State ticket would be 
benefitted. John Keenan said the same thing, 
and so did Maurice B. Flynn and Col. Theodore 
A. Hamilton. Among ail the leaders there was 
remarkable unanimity on the subject, and some 
not very complimentary allusions were _made 
to the Governor as “the ‘stuff’ from Elmira 
who thought he could down Hubert.” 

The substance of all this Jobby talk on the 
part of the County Democrats reached Gov. Hill 
as he sat 10 his parlor conferring with President 
Sauger, of the Board of Aldermen; Jude Par- 
ker, * Partner” Bacon, and others. He was not 
particwarly edified, and toward 10 o’clock some 
of the County Democracy leaders were sent tor 
in baste. Those who were wanted were not at 
the New-Amsterdam club, and a call at the 
Worth House by the Governor's special courier 
was responded tu by an innocent looking hotel 
cberub, who said that Mr. Thompson was not in, 
though there were lights in his room, and a 
privileged few were going in an:i out. So some 
of the second grade jeaders were corraled, and 
they explained to the Governor the intense feel- 
ing against a union which prevaiied among the 
members of their organization. The Governor 
listened in silence and resumed bis conferences 
with his campaign managers. 

The discussion waxed warm in the corridors. 
Tammany even charged County Democracy men 
with not caring anything for the success of the 
State ticket, and the latter retorted that Hill 
would get more votes on a fight thanon aunion. 
They were careful to explain that in sucn a con- 
test the County Democrats would be reinforced 
by a citizens’ movement and several German in- 
dependent organizations. The Tammany men 
pooh-poohed the idea that they would be beat- 
en, and sev bets were made between the con- 
tending statesmen. 

The Governor, soon after 10 o'clock, sum- 
moned the entire Democratic Executive Com- 
mittee toa meeting whicb was held in the Gov- 
ernur’s parlor. it was given out that nuthing 
was done at the meeting, ana that the question 
of jocal union was to come up to-day. Gov. 
Hill was still conferring with bis Democratic 
triends at midnight, and just before that hour 
ex-Mayor Cooper paid him a visit and remained 
with him for some time. John Keenan aiso 
cailed, as did Edward Kearney, Hugh J. Grant, 
and Maurice B. Flynn. 

There was made public at the headquarters an 
act ot Gov. Hill in reference to the case of John 
W. Fawcett, a veteran of the late war, who was 
discharged by the Commissioner: of Emigration. 
Tne Veterans’ Rights Union applied tor nis re- 
instatement, but their request wus _ refused. 
Complaint was, therefore, made to Gov. Hii, 
who yesterday, in a letter, required the Com- 
missioners to reinstate him. The Governor says 
that the spirit of the law requires that a prefer- 
ence shall be given to soldiers not only in their 
original employment, but in their retention. If 
they are competent to discharge their duties 
they should be the first to be employed and the 
iast to be discharged.

DALY’S THEATRE. 

“The Magistrate,” by A. W. Pinero, is a 
play with a lauzh ineverv line. We do not re- 
call now, after sitting for three hours under the 
influence of this exceedingly comic piece, a sin- 
mle scene or situation in it that is not genuinely 
amusing. Its characters are excellently drawn, 
its incidents, though some cf them are scarcely 
probable, are so ingeniously devised as to appear 
pertectly natural for the time being, and its 
dialogue is crisp and droll. Some of the jokes 
are so exclusively English, of course, that their 
meaning is vague on this side of the Atlantic, 
but there is enough left without these to carry 
the piece alongin the most hilarious manner; 
while the London flavor, which has not been 
extracted in the process of preparing it for 
the American stage, will make Mr. Pinero’s 
farcica! piay all the more acceptable to that 
brilliant host of our fellow-citizens who 
rejoice that they are thoroughly cosmopolitan. 
The fun of **The Magistrate” is of the sort fre- 
quently described as *“*fast and furious;” the 
piece is farce, pure and simple, and it pretends 
to be nothing else; but it is good farce, in the 
composition of whicha perfect knowledge of 


stagecratt and literary qualifications of no mean 
order have been empioyed in an intelligent and 
painstaking manner. There is very little senti- 
ment in it, nota trace of pathos; its main pur- 
pose is to cause laughter, and in accomplishing 
this purpose the author has provided con- 
genial work for good comedians; that is to 
say, he bas written a “good acting play 
in which the characters are not mere puppets, 
asis frequently the casein piecesof the same 
order, but rea! flesii-and-blood people. Atter 
the reception of ** The Magistrate” by the large 
and fashionable aadience at Daiy’s Theatre last 
evening, it is easy to understand the success of 
the play in London, where it has held the stage 
of the Court Theat e since March. 

The opening of the Winter season at Mr. 
Daly’s theutre bas come to be regarded s an 
event of much importance in the fushionable 
world. The assemblage last evening was 
a social gathering in which there were 
many familiar faces, besides those of the 
habitual first nighters. The usual cordial- 
ity marked the greetings tendered to 
the principal members of the company as they 
made their first entramce. The action of the 
play balted while Misses Rehan, Kingdon, Dre- 
h-r, and Irwin, Messrs. Lewis, Fisher, Drew, 
Skinner, and Gilbert bowed in acknowledgment 
of long-continued applause. At the end of 
the second act, which terminates with a very 
iunny scene, the actors were calied before the 
curtain. Mr. Daly and the author of the play 
were also summoned to the footlights at this 
juncture. Mr. Pinero madea neat and effective 
little speech, in which he remarked that in Eng- 
land it was the custom for a playwright to 
acknowledge the reception of his play by a mere 
bow, and sometimes it wus thought advisable to 
omit even that formality—occusions when the 
author escaped by the back door. He proffered 
his thanks for the hearty reception give to 
“The Magistrate,” and expressed his in- 
tention of devoting himself, at some future 
day, to the study of American manners and 
customs, so as to write an American play. The 
applause with which this announcement was re- 
ceived wus Significant of the esteem in which 
our native Diayrighbts are held. 

The story ot **The Magistrate” is slight, and 
the recital of it would furnish no idea of 
the variety of incidents and sprightly action 
of the play. A2neas Posket. an elderly gentle- 
man, and a London police magistrate, marries a 
lovely widow of 36 Summers with a bloom- 
ing boy of 19 Springs.

Butasa matter of tact most of the inci- 
dents of Mr. Pinero’s farce are as original as 
they are amusing, and the dénovuement isstartiling 
and impressive. 

It is no novel sight to frequenters of Daly’s 
Theatre to see Mr. James Lewis in the most ex- 
traordinary positions, but it is something new 
to see Miss Rehan and Miss Dreher hiding under 
sofas and tabiesin a darkened room, and to see 
Mr. Drew and Mr. Skinner in torn, soaked, 
and mud-stuined garments, with battered 
faces, disheveled hair, and shocking 
hat. These intere ting spectacles are 
revealed during the action of “The 
Magistrate.” Moreover, some of these players 
appear in characters very different from any 
they bave hitherto undertaken.

Colonel, Mr. Skinner? the lachrymose Cap- 
tain in tbe Shrupshire Fusileers, who gallantiy 
stands for an hour inthe rain on a shaky bal- 
cony to oblige a friend, and Miss Dreher is an 
exceedingly practical lady with an appalling ap- 
petite. Miss Rehan’s performance is humorous 
and natural; Mr. Drew’s Cojone!l Lukyn full 
of fine bits of detail and very amusing. Mr. 
Lewis is just in his element as the unfortunate 
Posket; Mr. Hamilton Bell, a new comer, is 
alarmingly real as the bad boy, Cis Farringdon;

Mr. Bond and Mr. Gilbert each 
contribute two slight character sketches very 
cleverly, while Mr. Augustus Yorke, another 
débutant, made a distinct hit by his impersona- 
tion of a businesslike and dignified Police In- 
spector.

HAKVARD WILL PLAY FOOTBALL 





THE BOYS HOPE TO HAVE THE SANCTION 
OF THE FACULTY. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 7.—Two or three 
hundred Harvard students assembled this even- 
ing in Hoiden Chapel, Cambridge, at the request 
of M.M. Kimball, °86, the captain of last year’s 
football eleven, to discuss the action of the 
Faculty in prohibiting intercollegiate football. 
By a practically unanimous vote the students 
resolved to play the game this Fall for the 
period of two weeks, to organize an eleven 
and play practice games, in the hones that dur- 
ing this time the Faculty may see fit to alter its 
decision. The appointment to-day by President 
Eliot of the new committee which is to have 
charge of athletics in the future was largely in- 
strumentai in inducing the students to pass this 
vote. This committee will consist ot Dr. Sar- 
gent, a member of the Faculty; Dr. Walcott, of 
Bosion; J. J. Storrow, captain of tne ’Varsity 
crew of 1885; W. B. Phillips, °86, captain of the 
nine, and C. F. Adams, ’88. 

This cummittee wil! probably recommend the 
Faculty to alluw football to be played under the 
amended ru'es, which have greatly lessened its 
brutality. Meanwhile the players in college will 
be seen to-morrow on Jarvis field once more 
engaged in the regular Fall sport of football. 
Every effort will be made to put a creditable 
team in the field, even at this late day, which 
may make some stand against the elevens of 
Yale and Princeton. 





IN TOO BIG A HURRY. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct. 7.—Under the 
revenue laws a distiller of apple whisky detected 
in the illicit manufacture of the liquor is liable 


not only to arrest and imprisonment or fine, but 


all his property, real and personal, where the 
illicit still is situated is confiscated by the Gov- 
ernment. Apple whisky isan important indus- 
try in this part of the State, the principal dis- 
tillers being farmers. Albert Gronton, of Pike 
Pond, Sullivan, County, owns a valuable farm- 
He formerly distilled apple whisky largely, but 
had not been in the business for some years. 
This Fall, apples being plentiful in that oounty 
and scarce in this, he concluded to start his still, 
and applied to the Collector of Internal Revenue 
of this district to be registered usa distiller. He 
forwarded a bond torapproval. The Collector 
notified Gronton that his bond would be sent 
him in a few days and cautioned him against be- 
ginning operations until he received it. A few 
days ago the officer learned that the farm- 
er had not needed the caution. He went 
to Gronton and surprised him with his still in 
full operation. He seized the still, two barrels 
ot whisky, which were hidden in an old cellar, 
and all of Gronton’s property, valued at $8,000. 
Uniess Gronton can effect a compromise with 
the Government he will lose it all, besides being 
fined, if he is not imprisoned. In case he can 
compromise he will lose 50 per cent. of his prop- 
erty. If he had not been discovered he would 
have saved $90 on the two barrejis he had made, 
the tax being 90 cents agallon. His bond, ap- 
proved, was forwarded to him shortly after the 
seizure was made. The distillery had a capacity 
of 300 barrels, worth $150 a barrel, which will 
also bea ioss to the farmer, as he will not be 
able to resume operations. 








A MORMON WAIL. 
SALT LAKE City, Oct. 7.—At a Mormon 
genera) conterence at Logan to-day a general 
epistie to the church from Presidents Taylor 
and Cannon, of the First Presidency, was read. 
Referring to the present condition of affairs 


in relation to the polygamy tnials, it 
BAYS: “The avowal is openly made 
that the Edmunds law was ee 
designed for the destruction re) the 


principie of the Mormon religion. All the prose- 
cutions are conducted in this spirit. No non- 
Mormon criminal, however guilty, so far has 
been punished under it. Actsof the greatest 
depravity committed by non-Mormons and 
easily reached receive scarcely a pass- 
ing notice, while all the Mormons but 
one yet brought before the courts 
bave been convicted. A recent ruling of the 
courts is most extraordinary, allowing as it does 
an indictment for each week or each day lived 
in unlawful cohabitation against persons ac- 
cused. This means a possible life imprison- 
ment and an enormous fine tor each individ- 
ual, whereas the iaw specifies only six 
months’ imprisonment and $300 fine. Time nas 
revealed that the Edmunds law was not enacted 
in the interest of morality, but aimed directly 
againat religious liberty and for purposes of 
persecution. The grossest immorality on the 
part of non-Mormons fiourishes under the very 
eyes of its administrators, and is viewed with in- 
difference if committe: outside the matrimonial 
relation, and Mormons renouncing their religion 
are unmolested.” 





TEACHERS TRYING 10 GET THEIR PAY. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Oct. 7.—Yester.- 
day was the day on which the public school 
teachers of Cass Township, numbering 25, were 
to receive their money for the past two months, 
The usual place of payment is at Michael Bren- 
nan’s, in Hecksch rville. Notwithstanding the 


fact that the Treasurer, Patrick Adams, had re- 
ceived $1,425 from the Public Collector, when 
the teachersin a body presented their warrants 
he refused to pay them. An indignation meet- 
ing was held, and after considerable debate it 
was agreed that the teachers would not 
teach until the money was paid. This 
mornin when the scholars assembled at 
the schoolhouses they found the doors 
closed. Circulars were distributed among 
the children’s parents stating the reason of the 
closing of the schools. The parents were highly 
indignant and called onthe Treasurer, who was 
insolvent, but finally agreed to pay a part of the 
money. He did this and the schools will proba- 
bly be opened to-morrow. Martin Deegan, a 
contractor, has an order for $400 which was dis- 
honored. Deexan bas commenced suit. 

The truth of the matter is that while Adams is 
Treasurer, Michael Duffy, his bondsman, has the 
money 1n hand, as that is the only condition on 
which he would sign the bond. The school 
teachers are sent to Adams for money, but be- 
fore he can pay he must see his bondsman and 
ascertain his pleasure. The citizens will hold an 
indignation meeting at Pottsville. 








ALLEGED ROBBERY OF BULLION, 
GALVESTON, Texas, Oct. 7.—A special to 
the News from Eagle Pass, Texas, says: ‘* Re- 
ports have been brought to Monclova by 
freighters from the Balsa Napimi mines to the 


effect that one of Houston’s bullion trains, in 
charge of a Mr. Morrison, had been at- 
tacked by robbers while en route from 
the Sierra Mojada mines to Parral, a station on 
the Mexican Central Railway, wuence the bull- 
ion was to be shipped by express to the United 
States. lt is reported that four of the 
escort were killed, and it is teared that 
Morrison, who was well known here, is 
one of the victims, as he has not yet 
been heard trom. The freighters say that after 
routing the escort the robbers drove off the pack 
mules laden with the bullion. Mr. Houston pur- 
chases bullion from the small miners and makes 
weekly trips to the nearest railway stations, 
where it can be forwarded. Just how much 
bullion was in the train is not yet known.”

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OHIO POLITICIANS BUSY 


PARTY MANAGERS HARD AT WORK 
IN THE CANVASS. 

HOW SENATOR SHERMAN’S SPEECHES ARE 
REGARDED—THE REPUBLICAN PROS- 
PECTS BRIGHT. 

CoLtumBus, Oct. 7.—The near approach 
of the Ohio election, which takes place on Tues- 
day next, has had a tendency to increase the in- 
terest, and both the leading parties are resort- 
ing to any and all methods and devices to en- 
courage a fulivote. It is seldom that a State 
campaign merely bas so effectually awakened 
the party managers to so keen an appreciation 
of their duties asthe preseut one. The fact that 
the Democrats carried the State two years in 
succession previous to the Presidential election 
has had the effect of encouraging them with the 
hope that, with a Democratic Administration in 
control of the National Government and all but 
one department of the State Administration in 
their hands and the patronage of the State in 
their possession, they have it in their power to 
again win victory. 

Under ordinary circumstances the advantage 
would be with the Democrats, but the doings of 


the last Democratic Legislature, taken together 
with the sale of the Senatorship and the misman- 
agement of the penitentiary and other State in- 
stitutions, has tad a tendency to make the old 
liners and taxpayers lukewarm in their advocacy 
and support of the ticket, both State and legis- 
lative. In fact, the Democrats have been handi- 


capped from the start,and while Gov. Hoadly 
announces his indorsement of the last Legislat- 
ure, the county conventions have in but few in- 
stances honored members of the last session with 
a renomination, a very decided expression that 
whatever views the Governor may hold he does 
not reilect the sentiments of his own party in 
his indorsement. 

The contest in Columbus and Franklin County 
was never 80 earnest and vigorous as now, there 
being an honest effurt made by the Republicans 
and tter class of Democrats to retire the rec- 
Ognized tool of McLeanism to private life, with 
a strong probability of success. 

Senator Sherma:: was in Columbus to-day and 
left this afternoon for Chillicothe, where he 
speaks to-night. The Senator was in the highest 
good humor, and was free to express his entire 
confidence in the success of the State and 
legislative tickets. In answer to the ng yt 
** How do you tind things ?”’ he said: ** So far as 
Iam able to judge, the Republicans will win a 
substantial victory. In fact, the outlook 1s most 
encouraging, and, might add, bright, wher- 
ever I have been.”” Mr. Sherman believed a vic- 
tory substantial in its character would encour- 
age the Republicans in New-York and contrib- 
ute not a little to the election of Mr. Davenport. 
The campaign of Senator Sherman has been a 
most vigorous one, and perhaps the most ag- 
gressive he has ever made, 

Judge Foraker is here getting a little much 
needed rest and preparing himself forthe joint 
debate with Gov. Hoadly at Toledo to-morrow 
night. The only other joint debate that ever 
took place in Ohio between two Gubernatorial 
candidates was in 1859, when William Dennison 
was the Republican and Rufus P. Ranney the 
Democratic candidate. There were three joint 
debates, one at Tiffin, one at Chillicothe, and the 
last at Cieveland. At that time Dennison was 
comparatively unknown, — Ranney was a 
man of note in the State. ennison, however, 
was auick to take an advantage and hold it, and 
public sentiment awarded him the victory, as he 
defeated Ranney by being elected Governor a 
few weeks later, 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 7.—Neither side has 
yet won the fight in Ohio, and neither side will 
win it by an overwhelming majority. No gen- 
eral revival of interest bas yet occurred among 
the people, and in some respects it isthe most 
tame and spiritless contest we have had for years. 
The political leaders have done most of the talk- 
ing so far. There is no rallying point around 
which the sentiment of the people can centre, 
and without that persons in the country dis- 
tricts of Ohio, and of the Reserve especially, 
take little interest in politics. The Republican 
leaders have had a bard task given to them this 
year, and that fact should be bornein mind by 
those who too hastily condemn Senator Sher- 
man for his revival of the Southern question. 
He really had no other issue that could be util- 
ized in an appeal to the feelings and sentiment 
of the people. The liquor question was a dan- 
gerous subject to handle, asthe awakening of 
sentiment in that direction would aid the Prohi- 
bition Party rather than the Republicans, who 
are fairly committed to taxation as set 
forth in the Scott law. The vote in the 
strong northeastern counties must rot 
out in some way, and if the war issues 
could be revived with sufficient purpose and 
directness that result could be accomplished, 
That was the argument of the Republican lead- 
ers. It, however. is a dangerous and doubtful 
experiment. The truth is that the people do 
not care enough about the matter even to 
analyze and discuss the statements made by 
Sherman and the rest to discover whether they 
are really pointing out existing evils and dan- 
ger or are Only raising a sectional cry for party 
purposes. While the feeling is as strong as ever 
that the Southern Republicans should have their 
rights the impression prevails that this campaign 
does not rightly involve that question, and that 
there is no good purpose to be subserved in mak- 
ing ita leading issue at this time. There is no 
disguising the fact that the manufacturers of 
the State and many of the leading merchants of 
Cincinnati are opposed to the whole discussion. 
Strenuous efforts are being made to gain the 
trade of the South, and the agents of the Ohio 
manufacturer and merchant in their visits to 
the Southern States find themselves handicapped 
and injured by the present discussion. One of 
the leading Republicans of Cincinnati said to 
your correspondent only a few daysago: “I am 
as strong as any one in the belief that an honest 
vote and an honest count in the South is a ques- 
tion of paramount importance, and yet I am 
not sure but the prominence Mr. Sherman has 
given this issue, coupled with the demands of 
the Commercial Gazette that he is the one canal- 
date for Senator, may be very injurious in our 
city. Several prominent merchants have gone 
over to the Democrats on this issue. You know 
merchants are naturally cowards when their 
business interests are involved.” 

Unquestionably the drift of public sentiment 
among the Republicans of the Stateis toward 
Mr. Sherman for Senator, and there is no Re- 
publican in the State wbo intends to enter upon 
a@ canvass against him. Under these circum- 
stances it is unfortunate that his friends should 
have ignored the plain agreement that the Sena- 
torial question should be kept in the background 
until after a Legisiature had beensecured. They 
have pushed him forward recently with a perti- 
nacity that has done harm, and some have even 
declared that the one issue in Ohio was whether 
Sherman should orshould not go back to the 
Senate. This course has done harm in some of 
the doubtful districts. While the chances now 
favor the Republicans they are by no means ap- 

roaching theend of their danger. There can 

named 12 doubtful counties and districts that 
by more judicious work could be rendered cer- 
tain which are doubtful to-day. The Repub- 
licans might get all of them by proper work, but 
auy assumption that they are already secure 
would bea dangerous and perhaps fatal error. 
Mr. Sherman's managers are busy securing legis- 
lative candidates in the certain counties, but 
bave not done enough in these uncertain places. 

While the liquor question cannot be used asa 
rallying point for the sentimental, the Scott law 
bas been used as a tower of strength in other 
directions. The Republicans can clearly demon- 
strate to taxpayers that they have already paid 
more than $5,000,000 for the luxury of a Demo’ 
cratic State administration, of which $4,000,000 
is due to the abrogation of the Scott law, while 
the remainder igs made up by the increased cost 
of the administration. Many Germans and not 
a few saloon keepers who were violently op- 
posed to the Scott law, and who worked for its 
abrogation or repeal, are now satisfied that it 
was the best possible compromise, and their 
chief bulwark against the prohibition. Not a 
few of them are working for the success of the 
Republican cause to-day, and no one need be 
surprised to see a large and quiet vote in that 
direction. The Prohibition Party may poll 
from 15,000 to 20,000, but those Democrats who 
expect a much larger vote than this will be dis- 
appointed. The chief uncertainty this year lies 
in the listlessness of the voters generally and in 
the action of the colored men. There will bea 
great deal of scratching done on local tickets, 
ana in Cleveland especially a more independent 
feeling on both sides is shown than has been 
manifested since the war.

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SENTENCED TO BE HANGED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 7.—Thomas 
Owens, colored, who in April, 1884, murdered 
Meyer Friedman, a peddler, was to-day sen- 
tenced to be hanged on Dec. 4. An appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court. Owens manifested 
no emotion when the sentence was pronounced.

THE DYING CARDINAL, 


> 
STILL GROWING WEAKER AND DEATH 


HOURLY EXPECTED, 


The only change in Cardinal McCloskey’s 
condition yesterday was such as has been no- 
ticed daily fora week past. Each morning has 
founda him visibly weaker than on the preceding 
day, and yesterday was no exception. That was 
all that Dr. Keyes could say after his morning 
visit in response to the anxious inquiry of the 
cathedral clergy and ot others who were early 
at the Cardinal’s residence. There were many 
callers during the day, the majority of them 
priests. Mgr. Farley and the Rev. Dr. McDon- 
nell, the Cardinal’s secretary, received them. A 
large number went to the Archbishop’s resi- 
dence, where priests were gathered all day. No 
one except the physician and the ladies and 
nurses who are ministering to the Cardinal's 
dying hours were admitted above the first floor 


at the episcopal residence. Care was taken to 
keep the house perfectly quiet. Until atternoon 
the dying man lay as the doctor found him in 
the morning, passing from a waketul to a sleep- 
ing state, with scarcely energy enough to open 
his eyes and oblivious apparently of his sur- 
roundings. He could take nourishment, how- 
ever, when bidden, relapsing at once to his 
former condition. 

In the afternoon he brightened somewhat. 
Dr. Keyes found him at 4 o'clock with his 
eyes open and fully conscious of what was pass- 
ipg. He was too weak to emit sound, but occa- 
sionally his lips moved as though he would like 
to speak. Even the attendants could not under- 
stand him, except when he attempted monosyl- 
labic responses to their inquiries for his com- 
fort. Thenit wasrather by his expression or 
the slight movement of his lips rather than by 
sound that they made out his wishes. It was 
a bare retention of the faculties in a frame thor- 
oughly relaxed that they witnessed. He did not 
suffer the slightest pain. The treatment em- 
ployed is merely sustaining. No anodynes have 
been used. r. Keyes said after the visit that 
the Cardinal seemed likely to live through the 
night. Yet, as there would be no premonition 
of the end, there would be no reason for surprise 
if the Cardinal were to pass away at any hour. 
The Cardinal's death, said he, would be peaceful 
and painless, as though he were falling asleep, 
He might close his eyes at any moment and not 
awake, © 

Archbishop Corrigan will issue instructions to 
the churches of the diocese as son as the Car- 
dinal ts no more in regard to the ceremonies to 
be observed. Itis probable that the body will 
be laid in state at the cathedral as soon as it can 
be prepared. From that time until the burial 
prayers will be recited several times daily in all 
the churches of the diocese. Choice of the place 
of burial will probably be between Calvary 
Cemetery and the Cemetery of the Holy Cross 
at Flatbush. The Cemetery of the Holy Cross 
is named as.a possible resting place for the Car- 
dinal because the residence of his parents and 
his birthplace was Brooklyn. Thatis the cem- 
etery for Catholics of that city, as Calvary is 
the cemetery for New-York Catholics. 

The principal churches of this city, Brooklyn, 
and Jersey City were represented among yester- 
day’s clerical callers at the Cardinal's and at the 
Archbishop's. The members of the Archbishop’s 
council, the Catholic 1 Mer. tg and 
the Rev. Drs. McGlynn and Ducey, and Father 
Keegan, of Brooklyn, remained at the two 
Cathedral residences into the evening. Among 
the laity who left messages of sympathy were 
Gen. J. J. Milhan, Gen. Di Cesnola, Henry Arny, 
George B. Robinson, John Mullaly, Eugene Kel- 
ly, and Robert Cushing. Messages of sympathy 
were received from all parts of the country. 

Dr. Keyes remained at the Cardinal's bedside 
in the evening from 9:40 until 10 o’clock. When 
he said good-bye to tne household for the night 
the Cardinal was dozing. His pulse numbered 
100 beats to the minute and was feeble. Mer. 
Preston called at 10 o’clock to ask about the 
Cardinal’s condition.

RICHARD M’SHERRY, M. D. 

Dr. Richard McSherry died at his home 
in Baltimore yesterday atthe age of 69 years. 
He was born in Martinsburg, Va., received his 
early education at Georgetown College.and grad- 


uated asa Doctor of Medicine from the University 
of Pennsy!vania in 1841. He immediately entered 
the medical corps of the army and served under 
Gen. Taylor in the Seminole war, resigning his 
commission in 1848. In the same year he was 
appointed an Assistant Surgeon in the navy, 
and served for nine years thereafter, during 
which time he made a cruise around the worid 
inthe famous frigate Old Ironsides. He also 
served as a Surgeon to a battalion of marines 
under Gen. Scott in Mexico. He resigned 
from the navy in 1851 and_ established 
his practice in Baltimore. In 1862 he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Materia Medica in the Unt- 
versity of Maryland, and in 1865 Professur of 
the Principles and Practice of Medicine in the 
same institution. He was a member of the 
Medico-chirurgical Faoulty of Maryland, and 
also one of the founders and the first President 
of the Baltimore Academy of Medicine. Dr. 
ew was the author of several medical 
works.

» LOW FARMER FULMER, OF EASTON, LOST 


FIVE THOUSAND DOLLARS,

This was repeated several times, and 
finally Fulmer said it was very simple. The 
Texan said he would wager $5,000 Fulmer could 
not designate the right oard. The cards were 
thrown and Fulmer turned the right one. 
Hackett, who held the Texan’s money, was 
about handing it over to Fulmer when the 
Texan said he did not believe Fulmer would 
have paid had he lost. This nettled Fulmer 
and he refused to accept the money on the 
advice of Hackett, who suggested that Ful- 
mer produce $5,000 to cover the bet of 
the Texan and win. Fuimer liked the 
idea, and he and Hackett came to Easton, where 
Fulmer drew $5,000 from the bank and returned 
to hishome. He met the caré-playing Texan on 
the road and made a bet. ackett held the 
stakes—810,000.

A wrangle ensued, during which both men ap- 
proached, and then suddenly sprang into, tie 
wagon in which Fulmer and Hackett had driven 
to the spot, and off they went.

A GANG OF COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Chief Brooks, of 
the Treasury Secret Service, with the assistance 
of several members of the city detective and 


police force, this morning arrested five Italians, 
two of whom were women, for passing counter- 
feit coin. The prisoners hive on a rented farm in 
@ neighboring county of Maryland and have 
been in the habit of coming in to market appar- 
ently as innocent hucksters or purchasers, They 
are of the lower class of Italians. The case has 
been under investigation several weeks and the 
trap was sprung to-day, at the risk of losing 
some of the gang, by reason of the numerous 
complaints famong marketmen of the amount 
of counterfeit coin passed upon them, and the 
consequent danger that the criminals would be 
trightened away.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM IN A RE- 

MOTE RELATION. 

SIVING A FAIR SAMPLE OF HOW APPOINT- 
MENTS ARE MADE AND THE SPRINGS 
WHICH INFLUENCE THE EXCISE BOARD. 

When Excise Commissioner Haughton 
tndertook yesterday to explain to the investi- 
gating committee from the Senate the remote 
relationship that exists between his liquor 
license department and civil service reform, the 
spoils-loving spirit of Senator Plunkitt was 
stirred into unusual interrogative activity, and 
when some of the gentlemen around the com- 
mittee table ventured to laugh at the Senator’s 
persistency he exclaimed with true Tammany 
spirit: 

“Oh, you genticmenon the other side may 
tauch as much as you please. I am interested in 
thisand I mean to find out about it. I am 
agaiust civil service reform in every form.” 

Then the Tammany Senator plied questions to 
the President of the Excise Board, which led 
him to testify that the Civil Service Board ex- 
pmined no other applicants for positions in the 
Excise Department than those reported to them 
by the Commissioners, and that no others were 
viigible for examination. The witness had been 
talking about the way the patronage of the 
board is distributed. The appointment of 83 
inspectors and all the clerks, he said, was di- 
videc among the three Commissioners, each 
nomination subject to a majority vote of the 
noard, Thatis, any two Commissioners, form- 
ing an alliance, could shut the third man out 
in the cold and divice all the appointments be- 
tween themseives. He bad been instrumental in 
appointing about every man in the department 
exeept the cashier, and 16 of them were known 
as “Commissioner Haughton’s men.” Not all 
the places, the witness claimed, were given as 
political perquisites, for he himself had appoint- 
ed two or three men who were without political 
influence, Among the number was Clerk Per- 
lev, who, like the witness, belonged to Irving 
Hall. Some civil service men, too, were known 
BS his men. 

**Do you mean to say,”’ asked Lawyer Miller, 
“that some of the menin the department ap- 
pointed under the civi) service rules are credited 
to you?” 

**T do,” said the witness. 

* How can that be done? 
at,” continued Mr. Miller. 

It was here that Senator Plunkitt began to 
ask questions, with the result aforementioned. 
he witness explained how the Excise Board 
deals with the civil service under the ** uncom- 
petitive examination rule.” If John Smith de- 
sires to enter the Excise Board through the civil 
fervice gates, he first appears before the Com- 
missioners and submits his recommerdation pa- 
pers. If they are satisfactory his name is sent 

* tu the State Civil Service Commission, and if all 
is favorable there he comes up for examination 
before the local examining board. If this ordeal 
proves him a worthy man he puts written evi- 
dence of it in his pocket and awaits the pleasure 
of the Excise Commissioners—it may _ be for 
years and it may be forever. If any Commis- 
sioner chooses to rescue him from oblivion he 
is known in the department as that par- 
ticular Commissioner’s man, just the same as 
nny politician wao gets an appointment for reo- 
ognized party service. It was the opinion of 
gentiemen on the State Civil Service Commission, 
the witness said, that. owing to the nature of 
the duties assigned them, the Commissioners 
should choose their own inspectors, This they 
always did uponthe merits of the men for the 
position, and after a careful examination into 
their character. 

In connection with this Mr. Miller called up the 
appointment of Inspector Knocker, in Capt. Al- 
laire’s police precinct, who is one ot Commis- 
fioner Haughton’s men. The witness said that 
be appointed Knocker at the request of Moses 
Mehrbach, a particular friend of his, and one of 
the richest pawnbrokers on the east side. The 
Commissioner admitted that he knew nothing 
about Knocker before he appointed him, but 
was satisfied that Mehrbach would not have 
recommended him had he vVeen an unfit man tor 
the piace. 

* And you consider that in making this ap- 
pointment you did your duty as a Commis- 
sioner 7?” 

“Certainly I do.’ was the answer. 

Inspector Graves, the man now suspended un- 
der accusation of taking Valy’s bribe, was also 
one of Commissioner Haughton’s men, and the 
Commissioner told the committee that he was 
forry toadmitit. Butthe board had promptly 
suspended Graves when the affair came to its 
knowledge, and a date was set down for his 
trial. Graves, the witness said, was appointed 
for political reasons at the request of one Bro- 
gan, asaloon keeper in the Bowery, and an Ir- 
ving Hall man. 

“ Are the inspectors appointed under the civil 
service any better than the other inspectors?” 
asked Lawyer Ecclesine. 

**No; not so good as some of them,” was the 
Comniissioner’s reply. 

The witness told the committee that he, as 
well as Commissioner Morris, bad done some- 
thing toward breaking up disreputable places. 
When Mr. McKeon was District Attorney he 
spoke to the witness about several bad places in 
the neighborhood otf Pearl, Water, James, and 
Chatham streets, and asked him to break them 
up. The witness had called on Mr. Perley, who 
was then general inspector, and told him to get 
evidence against all such places violating the ex- 
cise laws. It was owing to Mr, Perley’s efforts 
that “* Mr. William McGlory,” as the witness 
called him, was convictedZand sent to the island 
and several more wicked resorts compelled to 
close their doors, 

But mingled with this praise of his own efforts 
Lawver Ecclesine led the witness to endeavor to 
smirch Commissioner Morris. He testified that 
Just June aman named McNally, who keeps a 
saloon in the Bowery. was charged with violat- 
ing the excise laws, and the board were talking 
about revoking his license. Judge Morgan.a 
Republican lawyer, who isa frieud of Commis- 
sioner Morris, bad appeared as McNally’s 
counsel. The case had been adjourned from 
time to time owing to the illness of the defend- 
Ant. A short time since, on Commissioner 
Morris’s motion, the case had been further ad- 
journed until Nov. 17 next. The impression 
given by the line of questioning adopted was 
that Commissioner Morris had delayed the 
heuring to suit his Republican friend until after 
the election, Under Mr. Miller’s cross-examina- 
tion the witness admitted that all the witnesses 
had been before the board, but none of them 
had beenexamined because the defendant was 
not present, though his counsel was. The case 
had simply been adjourned from time to time as 
Bh matter of courtesy to Commissioner Morris, 

* And is that a fair sample of the way in which 
the Excise Board conducts its business?” asked 
Mr. Miller. 

** Yes, Sir,” said the witness. 

“You mean,” said Mr. Ecclesine, “Sit isa fair 
Eample of the way in which Commissioner Mor- 
ris conducts its business ?"’ 

“ Whocares about Commissioner Morris?” said 
Mr. Miller; **it is the Excise Board this commit- 
tee is looking into.” 

Chief Clerk Perley was recalled for a moment 
and said that, though he had otten head rumors 
oft inspectors accepting bribes, he never heard 
of but one instance in which charges were 
formally brought before the board. That was 
in the case of Patrick O’Rourke, who charged 
that he paid Inspector Fiannigan a bribe 
and that General Inspector Carty told him that 
be would never get another license uniess he 
paid weil—say $500. Charges were made against 
the inspectors and the board issued subppcenas, 
but nothing came of it. The investigation was 
never pushed. 

“Had the Commissioners any special reason 
for not wishing to press these charges?” asked 
Mr. Miller. 

The clerk did not know. 

Commissioner Haughton was asked why he 
Figned the license for No. 108 Bowery when there 
Was such an overwhelming amount of evidence 
Beainst the piace. He said that it was because 

Jerry” Hartigan met him on the street and 
gave him his word of honor that he (Jerry) was 
going to buy the piace and run it decently. 
Then, on being told that Commissioner Mitchell 
would sign also, the witness had affixed his sig- 
nature to the paper. Atterward, on learning 
differently, he.erased it. 

* Do you know Hartigan?” the Commissioner 
was asked. 

“I do; he isa friend of‘mine.” 

** What is his business ?"” 

** A court ofticer,”’ was the reply. 

** What was he before that?” 

“ 4 statesman,” said the Commissioner. 

After a minute’s blank silence somebody-moved 
to adjourn. The hearing goes on to-day. 

When the Excise Commissioners met yester- 
day President Mitchell astonishea his colleagues 
by proposing to revoke the license held under 
the name of John Morgan for Abe Coakley's 
liquor store at South Fifth-avenue and Canal- 
street. This place has been reported asthe resort 
of persons of bad character, and there have 
been complaints of men having been drugged 
and robbed there. The license was revoked, and 
immediate notice of the fact was sent to the Su- 
perintendent. of Police. Capt. McDonnell, of 
the Eighth Precinct, was instructed by In- 
Spector $teers to take tie necessary steps to 
ciose up the place. id 

President Mitcnell also presented a list of 15 

“dives” in the Bowery, Macdougal-street, and 
Fourteenth-street, which are unlicensed, and 
which, it was disclosed during the recent pro- 
ceedings before the Senate investigating com- 
inittee, are disreputable resorts, and offered a 
resolution that the Board of Pollce be requested 
to proceed against these unlawful places and 
close them up forthwith. Commissioner Morris, 
who was overcome with emotion at the reform 
in the spirit of his collearue, moved as an. amend- 
ment that the excise ingpectors be directed to 
visit these places, investigate the complaints 
against them, and preseut to-day a sworn state- 
ment of the condition of the places, their visit- 
ors, &. To his utter astonishment his amend- 
ment was accepted by Mr. Mitchell, and the reso- 
lution, as amended, was adopted. The keepers 
of the “ dives” will have a hard time of it if the

pel Mr. Duncan to take title and perform his 
contract. It appeared that Mr. Johnston, in 
February, 1884, made a contract to sell the prop- 
erty to Mr. Grant for $125,000, and that the title 
was to be closed on April 24, 1884. Mr. Grant 
paid down $10,000 on signing. At the time fixed 
for closing the title Mr. Johnston was sick, and 
he died on April 22. By consent of all parties 
the closing was postponed until Mr. Johnston’s 
Executor could have the will probated and 
aualify himself to give a deed, but before this 
was done Grant & Ward failed, and Mr. Grant, 
when tendered a deed, expressed his inability to 
take the property, although the Executor offered 
to give him time. It was further claimed that 
Mr. Grant assigned to Mr. Chaffee on June 1, 
1884, after the tender, any rights he might bave 
under the contract. Mr. Johnston’s Executor 
asked Mr. Chaffee 1f he desired to carry out Mr. 
Grant’s contract, and he declined. 

Judge Ingraham, iu deciding the case, held 
that there was no lien on the property in favor 
of Mr. Grant or Mr. Chaffee, and that all rights 
under the Grant contract had been forfeited, 
and found no obstacle to the obtaining of a good 
title by Mr. Duncan, and orderea judgment in 
tavor of the plaintiff. Carlisle Norwood, Jr., 
appeared for the plaintiff and John E. Parsons 
for the defendant. 





GRANTING AN ATTACHMENT. 

The Fourth National Bauk has procured 
an attachment against the property of the firm 
of Donnell, Lawson & Simpson in a suit for 
$8,208 on three notes given by the defendants in 
October, 1884, and which they refused to pay at 
maturity last Saturday. The attachment was 


granted by Judge Lawrence on the ground that 
Mr. Simpson, of the defendant tirm, is a non- 
resident of this State. The notes referred to were 
issued by the firm in settiement of its indebted- 
ness at the time of the crash of May, 1884, 
and which they have since greatly reduced. 
President Balawin, of the Fourth National 
Bank, said that the lega! step had been taken for 
an out-of-town wustomer. He regretted that it 
bad beep found necessary, as the firm had s0 
faitntully and conscientiously carried out its 
pledges relative to the payment of the old in- 
debtedness. At the office of the firm, one of the 
partners said that the attachment grew out of 
an erroneous belief that one of the firm wasa 
resident of Orange, N. J..and that it would be 
vacated when the facts were made known to the 
court. He also stated that great progress had 
been made in the liquidation of the firm's old 
debts, and that within a few weeks they would 
all be paid off, and enable them, witha clear 
balance sheet, to go ahead with their present 
profitable business.

The Exempt Firemen’s Corps, of this 
city, yesterday made a fine holiday of it, for ex- 
Coroner and ex-Volunteer Fireman Capt. John 
Wildey, invited them to Bayonne, N. J.. to par- 
ticipate in the annual parade of the local Fire 
Department.

“The next song will be a dance,’ explained 
Mr. Buckbee, and the spectators were much 
touched by the spectacle of aged and fire-batted 
veterans accompanying the closing strains of 
the piece witha set of the Lanciers among them- 
selves on the sward. Veterans and ladies then 
proceeded cheerfully to the space before the 

and stand. The radiant beauty of Bayonne 
ined the banks of the streets as the guests pro- 
ceeded, and on arrival! at the reviewing grounds 
Mayor Henry — superintended the offering 
to the New-York heroes of asmall cannon and 
four banners—from the Bayonne Athletic Club a 
red sitk banneret with white lettering; from the 
Argonaut Boat Club a white silk banneret with 
red letters; from the Bayonne Fire Department

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BAPTIST CHURCH TROUBLES. 
THE ASSOCIATION ARBITRATING AFFAIRS 
OF BLACK AND WHITE MEMBERS. 

The recent troubles of Pastor William 
Spellman and the Abyssinian Church were 
brought to the attention of the Southern New- 
York Baptist Association at its meeting yester- 
day morning by a letter signed by Mr. Spellman 
and several of the Trustees and Deacons of the 
church. Init anxiety was expressed in regard 
to the security and preservation of the church 
property, and complaint was made that the 


original agreement in regard to four white men 
being on the Board of Trustees had been 
violated, and four colored men had superseded 
them. This change inthe board was the cause 
of all the trouble, and Mr. Spellman asked that a 
committee be appointed to settle the affairs of 
his church. The Abyssinian Church sent a letter 
which contained no reference to the trouble, ex- 
cept to state that the pulpit was without an oc- 
cupant. The Rev. Halsey Moore then said that 
he thought the association had no richt to offer 
any advice, as the church had not asked for it. 
The matter was referred to the Committee on 
Important Matters in Letters, which is to make 
a report this morning. 

At the afternoon session Moderator Sanders 
announced that two letters had been received 
from the South Baptist Church, of Tottenville, 
Staten Island—one signed by the deposed Pastor, 
the Rev. Thomas Lb. Bott and his friends, and 
the other by Johp Turner, President of the 
Board of Trustees. The Moderator thought the 
letters and all the unfortunate occurrences 
which originated them should be referred to a 
special committee with power to act upon them. 
On motion of the Rev. Mr. MacArthur, of Cal- 
vary Church, this was done, and the letters were 
not made public. This committee will also re- 
port at the session this morning. 

An evening session was heid at 7:30 o’clock, 
and addresses made by the Rev. E. G. Taylor, D. 
D., of Newark, on Sunday school work, and by 
the Rev. Justin D. Fulton, of Brooklyn, on ‘ Ed- 
ucational Interests,”’ 

Mr. Bott's suit against the church Trustees 
for an injunction restraining them from inter- 
fering with the services came up before Judge 
Brown, in the Kings County Supreme Court, on 
the return of an order to show cause why the 
injunction should not be issued. The attidavits 
submitted show that Mr. Bott offered his resig- 
pation as Pastor last month, but the congrega- 
tion voted not to accept it, and he was reap- 
pointed for another year. Considerable trouble 
had existed in the church, and it was claimed 
that the reappoinjing was illegal, because out- 
siders had taken part in the voting. The de- 
fendapts yesterday asked for an adjournment 
and it was granted.

OPPOSED TO CAR TRACKS. 
VARIOUS REASONS WHY VARIOUS PARTIES 
RAISE OBJECTIONS. 

Mr. Frederic R. Coudert appeared be- 
fore the Railroad Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday in behalf of the Southern 
Boulevard Railroad Company, which has applied 
for a franchise to construct a road which is to 
be three and a half miles long. Mr. Coudert 
argued that the Southern Boulevard was at pres- 
ent almost inaccessible and adjoinging property 
hes become almost valueless. That section of the 
city would be built up by the proposed railroad. 
ne R. Brown spoke in favor of the 
road. 

The committee also heard arguments on the 
proposed crosstown railroad in T'wenty-eigbth 
and Twenty-ninth streets. The Rev. Thomas J. 
Ducey, of St. Leo’s Church, said the proposed 
road would not be for the good of the public, 
and George W. McAdam said that 80 per cent. 
of’ the property owners were opposed to the 
road. Mr. J. F. Harris spoke in favor of the 
road. Hesaid that at the meeting of the prop- 
erty owners opposed to the road held in the Gil- 
sey House, $30 bad been raised for ** the sinews 
of war.” Father Ducey denied this statement. 
President Crane, of the company, and William 
J. Lipman also spoke in favor of the road. Mr. 
George W. McAdam said that acertain promoter 
of the road then in the room had of- 
fered to “take care of him,” and _ to 
“fix” him if he withdrew his opposition. 
W. Bourke Cockran, for the company, said 
that even if every property owner along the 
proposed route was opposed to the road the 
Aldermen should not care,as another tribunal 
was to decide on that point. Henry V. Mead 
said that, while Mr. Cockran might have a head 
full of legal knowledge, his argument lacked 
common sense. Mr. J. L. Scribner, on behalf of 
the Dry Dock Road, opposed the road because 
its operation would interfere with the rights of 
his company. Father Ducey retorted rather 
sharply to an expression of surprise on the part 
of Mr. Harris at ee aCatholic priest before 
ap Aldermanic committee, and protested against 
his religious faith being brought into the con- 
troversy. He appeared simply as a citizen and 
as a property owner. Mr. Harris apologized. 
The committee will give another hearing on Oct. 
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MASSES AFTER DEATH. 
MONEY MAY BE LEFT IN TRUST FOR SUCH 
PURPOSES. 

The Court of Appeals on Tuesday re- 
versed the decision of the General Term of the 
Superior Court in the case of Michael Gilman 
against Henry McArdle, and thus affirmed the 
legality of trusts made for tne purpose of pro- 
curing masses after death. The case was an im- 
portant one because it involved this question, 
although the money in dispute was only about 
$2,800. In August, 1882, Margaret Gilman, an 
aged woman, gave to Henry McArdle her bank 
books, telling him to draw the money, support 


herself and her aged husband, James, until 
their deatb, pay for masses at their funerals, 
secure their admission to the **Purgatorial So- 
ciety,” which would entitle them toa certain 
number of masses apnually, and expend the bal- 
ance, if anything remained, for the saying of 
masses for the repose of the souls of herself and 
her husband. Margaret died on Sept. 1 and 
James on Oct. 11, 1882,and Mr. McArdle pro- 
ceeded to carry out the instructions of the old 
lady. While engaged in doing this Michael Gil- 
man,anephew of James, brought suit in the 
Superior Court against McArdle, claiming that 
his aunt could not legally leave her money to 
be expended in the saying of masses. 

Judge Freedman decided in favor of Gilman, 
on the ground that the money placed in McAr- 
die’s hands was a trust fund, that there could be 
no trust where there was no beneficiary to re- 
ceive its benefits, and that the souls of deceased 
persons could rot be legally regarded as bene- 
ficiaries. The General Term affirmed this de- 
cision, and the case was taken to the Court of 
Appeals. The main ground of the appeal was 
that Mrs. Gilman’s plain intention was that the 
fund should be paid by McArdle in installments 
to such Roman Catholic church or churches as 
he might select to perform the service of mass, 
and that this would necessarily have the effect of 
a contribution to those churches. The fact that 
she may have had some versonal or selfish ob- 
ject in making the gift, or supposed that in the 
future state she would derive some personal 
benefit from the uses to which the money would 
be put, cannot detract from the charitable effect 
that such a gift would necessarily have. The 
Catholic Churen was, in fact, the beneficiary of 
the trust. This view of the case has been taken 
by the Court of Appeals. John Brice and W. L. 
Snyder appeared for the plaintiff and C. W. Ben- 
nett and Richard L. Sweezy for the defendant. 

IRELAND NOT TO BE INVADED. 
IRISH NATIONALISTS REPUDIATE THE AC- 

TION OF ROONEY’S MEETING. 

A meeting is alleged to have been held 
on Monday at the office of John Rooney, at No. 
145 Broadway, when it was declared advisable 
to send 50 orators to Irejand to assist Mr. Par- 
nell in the coming election. John C, McGuire 
is said to have presided, but the names of the 
other orators who were present are not men- 
tioned. The Irish supporters of Mr, Purnell in 
this city and Brooklyn are much annoyed at the 
suggestion put forward at this alleged meeting. 
They are also surprised that John C. McGuire, 
who is one of Brooklyn's leading lawyers, and 
who 1s respected by all who know him, shouid 
jend himself to such a movement, 

A prominent and well-informed Irishman said 
yesterday: ‘*What Parnell wants is money to 
pay election expenses and to pay members. He 
requires no spouters, as there will be no con- 
tests in Monster, Leinster, or Connaught. In 
these these three provinces the nominees of Mr. 
Parnell will be unanimously elected. In Ulster 
there will be a fight, but Mr. Parnell has his 
trained Purliamentary speakers to stump Ulster 
for him, and he wants no American aid in that 
direction. It looks to me as if some fellow 
wanted to taxe a trip to Ireland at the League’s 
expense, but I have the best authority for say- 
ing that the movement will fallthrough. Why 
do not Rooney and John A. McGuire catl a 
meetiug in Brooklyn to aid the Parliamentary 
fund? Iam tired of this cheap patriotism.”’ 

This is the sentiment entertained by the great 
majority of Irishmen in New-York sand Brouk- 
lyn, and they repudiate Rooney's dictation, 
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ANOTHER PLAN CONSIDERED. 

The only plan presented to the Commis- 
sion on Electrical Subways yesterday was that 
of George M. Cushing, of Boston. It is very 
simple, and proposes to use the space under the 
gutter stone for a conduit, which is to be con- 


structed of vitrified pipe, the chamber to be 4 
by 39 feet insize. The advantages claimed by 
Mr. Cushing for bis system include the ease 
with which any part of the conduit can be 
reached, and that no vaults will be disturbed in 
the construction, as the gutter line does not in- 
terfere with any steam, water, gas, or sewer 
pipes, and that it will not require the teariug up 
of the roadway and thus impedetravel. The 
cost Mr. Cushing estimates at $3 30 per lineal 
toot. In answer to an inguiry from an inventor 
the Commissioners yesterday decided that no- 
tification of the intention tosend in plans re- 
ceived prior to Oct. 15 will enable inventors to 

resent the plans and specifications subsequent 
o that date. 


HOW MRS. STEIGER WAS SHOT. 
Before her death Elizabeth Steiger, the 
woman who was shot in the abdomen in her hus- 
band’s house in East New- York on Monday night, 
made a statement to Coroner Hesse, which was 


only made public yesterday. “About 8 o’clock 
on Monday evening,” she said, *“*my husband, 
Adolph Kallmer, and myself were in the front 
part of our house talking about an insult that a 
carpenter had offered me that afternoon, when 
Kailmer, who was somewhat intoxicated, drew 
a revolver from his pocket and said, * Here, take 
this, and the next time any man insults you you 
can protect yourseif.’ Then he tried to show me 
bow to bandle the weapon, and while he was do- 
ing so the pistol exploded and I was shot. The 
pistol was in my own hand.” Both Steiger and 
Kallmer are still under arrest and have been held 
to await the action of the Coroner. Their reiter- 
ated accounts of the shooting accord with that 
of Mrs. Steiger.

THE PRODUCE EXCHANG* UPHELD. 

Official notice was received yesterday by 
the Produce Exchange that the Court of Ap- 
peals had handed down a decision in the Carbart 
case which has been bothering the Exchange for 
a long time.

The Ex- 
change sought to set this injunction aside, and 
the fight went from court to court till now the 
Court of Appeals hands down its decision, 
which is favorable to the Exchange, establish- 
ing its jurisdiction in the matter.
